The north westers are at time.s attended with dreadful .storms of thunder and light- 
jling, during which rain and hail full in torrents: thrsc. storms somrfooes oci asDn 
much damage. The north westers continue at intervals till the beginniiig. and s )oo‘- 
tiines till the middle of May.

,^The fish market »ms the addition of the inangoe fish, so culled from it-s annuo! visit 
to ail the Rengal rivers, at this (the m.angoe) sea.scni, to .spawn ; it uppears as soon as 
the mungoe is formed on the tree, and disappears at the close of ihe season, that is 
liiumt the midillc of July. TJii.s fish lias, perhaps, t he mo.st agreeable tiavor of any in 
the world, an<l is so niueli sought after, (iiv natives h.s well u.s i'.uropeuus) tliat. although 
not so large as a iui<ldle siy.ed whiting, tliey ore sold ai f lie lieLrinning of tlie iriiuifh, at 
from 2 to 1 rupees per .score. Kefore tlie end of May , a.s tliey become jileritiiul . i)u-v iirs 
sold at one rupee per .score; and in June, two to three .score may be Jiad for a rupee. 
'The n.sh inarki't has also the aiiditioii of the carp and magoor. 

Potatoes, uspuragu.s, onions, cucumbers and a few caiibuge sprouts are 1 uc c'nly 
vegetable.s to be procured. 

W at er-niti loirs and musk-melon.s arciin great perfection ; Imt there is not nim h fruit 
now to be liad in the market. Green maV.gocs for pickling, and coi iucUfor turta arc in 
great abundanr^.

same order as tliey did 2S years before. ThisXycle commenced 9 years before th^ 
Birth of Christ. H *

The Lunar Cycle, or Cycle of the Moon, commonly called the Golden Number* 
and sometimes the Metonic Cycle, (from Meton, an Athenian, who invented it about 
432 years before the Birth of Christ,) is a revolution of i9 years ; in which time, .he 
eonjiinctions, oppositions, and other aspects of the Moon, are within an hour and a 
half of being tbe same ns th^y were on the same days of the months lH years before. 
The prime, or Golden Number, is the Number of years elapsed iu this Cycle. At th® 
Birth, the Golden Number was 2. 

The Roman ludiction, is a period of la years, used by the Romans for the time, 
of taxing their provinces. — Three years of this Cycle had elapsed ai the Birth of Chrj^t^. 

The Julian period contains 7hH0 years, and arise.s by multiplying together 2M, 19, 
and IT;, being the Cyides of the bun, Moon, and Indictioii. This was also contrived ai 
a period for chrniiulogicat matters, and, is assumed, as a correct and fixed rule in 
Calculations, hy all the astronomers and chronologers throughout the Christian world. 
Its beginning is sufipused to have commenced ^10 years before the usual date of th® 
creation of the world, or 4714 before the roininencement of the Chrutiau Era.

COMPANION TO THE ALMANAC, 


TliE CALENDAR and its SUCCESSIVE REFORMS. 


The'S^isionsof time, such as they are presented in the C^lndir, are coi?i. 
posed of days, weeks, months, and years The mi^es of determining these divi* 
uioris. have been various amongst the nations of antiquity, and there are still vaii- 
ations io these modes lo the modern world. * 

The manner of reckoning the days by the ancient JewR, and which auhsista 
amongst that people at the present time, is to commence the day at a certain hour 
of the evening, and to finish it on the next evening at the same Isour. Thus their 
aabhath begins on the afternoon of Friday, and is compitied ^on the ^/ternooc 
of Saturday. The Roman Catholic chiyclf* also commences its festivals in the 
evening ; and this custom is retained amongst furselves in some^of our popuj^r 
observances, such as the eve of St. John, and Christmaa^ere. 

1'he civil day now commences at 12 o’clock at midnight, and las^ tilt the 
same hour of the following night. The civil day is disiinguisiied from the astfo* 
Momicai day, vvhicli begins at noon, and is counted up to 24 hours, terminating at 
the succeeding noon. This mode of reckoning the day is that used in the i\au« 
ttcal Almanac, and it sometimes leads to mistakes with peisons not familiar witU 
this manner of computation: a little consideration will obviate the difficulty. 
Titus, January 10, fifteen hours in astronomical time. January 11, 3 in tb« 
mortiing. civil time. In France and in most of the states of Europe, as with us, 
the hours are counted up to 12, from midnight till noon, and from noon till mid* 
uigbt. In parts of Italy, and of Germany, the day is held to commence 
liun-set, and the hours are counted on till the next .sun-set. Thi.s mode is very 
inconvenient to travellers, as the noon of the ''Italian hours" at the summer 
Solstice i.s 16 o’clock, and i9 o’clock at the winter solstice. 


'llie English names of the days of the vvf^k ate derived from the Saxons; 
and they partly adopted these names from the more civilized nations of antiquity. 
The following ingenious origin of the ancient names has been suggested in con- 
nexion wiib astronomical science. The planetary aiTangeioent of Ptolemy wus 
thus I, Saturn ; 2. Jupiter; 3, Mars* 4, the Sun ; 5, Venus ; 6, Mercury ; 7 the 
Moon. Each of the^ieulanets was supposed to pseside, successively, over each 
nour of the 24 of eacb^ay. in the order above given. In this way Sajuni would 
preside over tbefirst hour of the first day: Jupiter over the second hour; Mars 
over the third ; the sSun over the fourth, and so on. Thus the Sun presiding over 
the fourth, eleventh, and eighteenth hours of the first day. would ^resifle over 
the first hour of the second day, and carrying on the seriesfthe Moon would preside 
over the first hour of the third day, Mars over the first hour of the fourth day, 
Mercuiy over the first hour of the ftfth day, Jupiter oviy the first hour of the sixth 
day. anil Venus over (he first hour cf the seventh day. Hence, the names of the 
day yet used in the learned professions throughout Europe^ The piesenl Kijglii^ 
liames are derived from the Saxon: — *

Almost all oaiions lia^e legulatt^^ their months, in a great derree. by the 
evolution ol the moon. Some have etuleavoieU to utiite this division with tlie 
Biinual course of the sun, by an aui'ineotation of nays at ‘the end oteai-li year, 
or by adding a thirteentli inonih at tlie end of every third year. The Jews and 
me AtheniujkS followed this latter method; the Macedonians, and some nations 
i)( Asia, assi^neil , their months 30 and 31 days; the luiks and ih^^ Arabs have '29 
and 30 daj^s nionlhs of th j Aiifi* lo-Saxons were governed by the revolntiona 
of the moon. Their common ^yeai Consisted of twelve lunar months, three 
months beinu appropriated to each of the four seasojis ; but every third year cod« 
tained an adiditionallunar month, which was given to the summer seaW:>p I'he 
names of their lunar months either had reference to their religious ctremonie}?, of 
to the natural appearances of the year. 

A considerable variation prevailed, generally, amongst the nations of antiquity 
and still pai tidily prevails, with regard to the cuminencement of the yfar. '1 he 
Jews dated the begiiiiiirig of the sacred year in the month of March ; the Athenians 
in the month of June, the Macedonians on the 24th September ; the Christians of 
Egypt and Ethiopia on the 29tii or 30ih of August, and the Peisians and Armenia 
aus OH the llth ot ^ugust. j'he Jewish nvil year begins on the first day of the 
month Tisrit wlpcb year corresponds with our 9th of September ; tlie Mahonm- 
dans’ begins of the fir.v of the mouth Moharem, v%hich year corresporulB with our 
]4th of Ouly. Nearly all the nations €' the Chrisdan world now commence the 
year on the 1st c/ .1 anuary ; but as^recentfy as 1752, even in England, the year 
dFTi not legally and generally commence till the25ib of Maich. In Scotland, a* 
llrat period, the year b gab on the fi fst of January, 'i’he difference caused giea?. 
pr^aclical*incon venie/^ces, and January and Felrruary, and part of March, suiuc 
times bore two ddles, as we often liinl in old records, as i71l*r2. I'liis piatTi* 
Oden leads to chronological mistakes; for instance, we popularly say — “I’lie id 
volution of 1688,” that great event happening in February of the year 1688, accord- 
ing to the then mode of computation ; but if the year were held lo begin, as it 
does rtow, on the 1st of January, it wouM be*‘ I he Kevolutioo of 1 689”. In the 
anniversaries given in the liriiish Aluf'iuac, the alterations of (‘tyle, made in *762, 
have not been followed, as any correction of date would have embarrassed lire 
leader in historical and biographical references. 

' *'J'Jte year, properly so caller!, is the solar year or the period of time in which 
the sun passes through the twelve signs ol the Zodiac. The period comprises 365 
days, 5 hours, and 48 minutes. 51 seconds, 6 decimals, and is called the astronomi- 
cal year, ^ 

The Calendar is a table of the days of the year, arranged to assist the dis- 
tribution of nine, and to indicate remarkable days ronuecred wiia devotion or 
business. It every nation had adopted the same division of time, and a uniform 
calendar hari been general throughout civilized states, history would present inucK 
fewer difficulties ami contiadirtiuns, I'lie progress of aiOronomiral f^cience has 
pecessarily produced great ohaiiges in tlie manner of divitling Irnc ; and thuvS, 
whilst some nalion^s liave been ready to give their calendar every possible advan- 
tage of a scientific construction, the prejudices of others have rendered them unwill- 
ing lo depart? from their accusiome<l mode, however inaepu rate. It may be curious 
snd instructive to tr^’ce,'-very briefly, the changes of the calendar, ordinarily called, 
lh« changes of style. 

'I'he Romans caUed Vlie first days of esR:h month, Cnlends, from a word 
which signified called; because the Pontiffs, on thos'j days, called the people 
tbgeiiv^r, to apprise tlum of thi^days of festival in that month, lienee we derive 
the name of (’ alijndaii.^. 

The Roman Calendar, vvhirli has. in great part, been adopted by almost all 
nations, is stared to have been intro«luced by Romulus, the founder of this city. 
He dividerl the year into ten months only; Mars, Apiilis, Maius, .lunius. 
Qiiintili^, (afterwjf.dB emailed Jftlius,) Sexiilis, (afterwards called Augustus.) 
September. October, Novemfier , l)ccemf)er. Mar, Maine. C^uintius. and October, 
contained 31 days, and eaMi of the six other montlis 30 days; so that the ten 
months comprised 3i>4 da^s. 'i'he year of Romuhis wa^ ibeieloie, ot 50 days' 
less (luoatiou than the lunai year, and of 61 days less than the solar year ; and its 
commencement of course did not correspond with d^y fixed season. Numa 
Fompibus con^'ted this calendar, by addingtwo months, JanucHiUK. and Februan- 
ttd, which he placed beiore Mata, J ultus being desitous to lendei tbe calcudar 
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fitill more correct, consulted; the astronomerj of his lime, who fixed the solar year 
as 365 days, G hours, com|irisihg, is they ihoihjht, the perioft from^ one vernal 
equinox to another. The nx^hours were set aside, and at the end ol four years, 
formiug n day, thi fourth yeav was made to^eonsisr of' U6C days. . The day /thus 
added, was called intercalary, and was added to the month of February, by douhlio^g 
the2lth of that month, or according to their way of reckoning, the nixth of tho 
Calends of MarCh. Hence the year was called Bissextile. Tlfts a^n^sl perfect 
arrangement, which was denominated the dulian ^lyle, preyed geiverally. 
throughotil the Christian woi l<l. nli the time of Ffipe Gregory XI M. I he Calendug, 
of 'luliiris Caesar wa8*defectiv^in this particular; that the solar year, consisliiu® 
of H65 days, 5 hours, and 49 minutes, and not of :I65 days, d hours, as wassupposei 
in the time of Julius ('ajsaf ; there Was a differenco between ihe ipparent year ami 
the real vowc, of eleven minutes. This differenre at the^ time ©t ^regery Xll f.*, 
had .imoutiieil to ten entire days, the vernal equinox falling on the Hlh. instead 
of ihe^lst of March, at whi<*li period it fell correctly at the lime of the Council 
of Nice, in the year 3>5. To obviate this iiiconv|^niencei Gregory ordained, irx 
1582, that the 15ih Oc tober shhtild bt? counted instead of the 5ih, for the future ; 
and to prevent the recurrence ot tins error* it was further determinedr that the 
year beginning a ceniufy, should not be bissextile, with the exception of thci 
beginning bfeach fourth cejMury. Thus, 170U and’l8(H) have oo^ been .bissextile^ 
nor will iyOO he so; but the year 'iOO'i will be bissextile. In Ahis rnanner, Ui'ee flays 
are retrenched in four hundreil years; ^ectuse the lapse of the eleven minutvs 
Ttiakes three days in about that period, *l’he y<|pi of the calen<lar fs thus made, as 
nearly as possible, to coriesponti With the true solar j^ar ; and future srrors^of 
chronology are avoided • “ • 

The atlupiion of this change, which is called the (iregcfVian, or New Siy^e, 
(?he Julian being caHec* ne Old Style.) was fov some lime resisted by states not 
T rider ilih authority ed the See ol Home, 'l ire change ol the style in KnglanrJ, wax 
established by an Ac t of Parliament passed in 1752. It was then enacted, that the 
year should commence on the 1*^1 of January, instead of March 2.Tih ; and that in 
the year 1752 , tbr days should be numbered as usual until September 24, when tho 
d:iy Jollowing should be accounted the 14th of September, omitting 1 1 days. I'he 
ljtecori.^h principle of droping one day in every hundredth year, except the fourth 
hundredth, vvas'also eiiacied. 1 he alteration was, fora long lime, opposed 
piejiidices of irniividuals ; ami even now, with >orue persons the (^Id Style is so 
peitinaciously adhered to, that rents are made payable on the old quarter days, in- 
stead of the new. For this reason, and not in deference to the piejudice, the (dd 
feslivak are mentioneil in the lUiiish Almanac. J'he Russians still letam the OIul 
S ivle, rhus t reating an inconvenience in tiioir^public and commercial intercouise 
with other nations, which, we trust, that the growing intelligence of the people 
will eventually be correct. 

louring the period in which France was a Republic, the authorities introduced 
an entire change in tim calcodar, which vvas in exkteuce nmre than twelve year.s; 
and IS important ro b/'-naoiiced, as all the public acts of the Frencli nation were 
dated •.fccoidmg to this altered style. Tim National Convention, by a degree of 
the 5ib October, 1793, esiabllshed a new Kra, which was called, in the place or 
the Chrisiian <ua. the erJM)f the French. 'I'he commencement of Mch year, of 
the tir<i V^endvmiaire,” was fixed at the midnight ci)inme:«'iffk the day, on wbicli 
the aurumnnl equinox fell, ns tletermine<l at the observatory at Paris. J his era 
commenced on the 22nd of S«^ptemVcr, )792, of being the epoch of the foundation 
of the Kopiildic; but its establislinient was not decreed tiTI the 4ili “ Fiimaire'’ 
of me ycMT M. (4Mi November. 1793). Fwo days afierwanls the public acta 
were thus rlated. This calen«far existed till the Kith ** Nivose,” year X IV.’ (the 
Slsi December, 18U5,) when the Gregorian mode of comp^iiaiiou was resio.qd.

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EXPLANATORY^ NOTES FOR THE YEAR.

1, Dominical LRTTERd.— A'he seven days of the week, reckoned as beginning 
on tlie 1st ot January, are ilesignated by the hist seven letters ot the alphabet. A» 
JB, Cf D. B, F, G ; and the one of these* which denotes Sunday, is the dominicai 
letter. I'lRja. if tne year begin on Sunday, A ig the dominical let:er ; if it be^in 
on Mcnday. iliTi'letter is G if on Tneslay, it is F j and so on generally. J o 
hnd the dominical letter, call New Year's Day A., the next day H. and so on 
till you come to tbe first Sunday, and the letter thatCnswers t(^,it, is the d^iminiral 
letter. II there were 64 days, or exactly 6« weeks in the year, the dominical 
letter would be always liie same ; but the year contains 36.^^ dayaj an exct-is 
of l4ddy o' er :V2.weeks. The day is taken into the account every year, i the one 
Inuith makes a day in every four years; so that the dominical letter falls back- 
ward owe /etter tor each of the three years, in which the date or number of the 
year cannot be divided, without remainder, by 4. and. two letien every fourth 
Tear, whe'c^the date can be so divided ; as in the year 1K22B, ii is divisible by 4, and, 
iberefore, will contain 9 days. The year began on Tuesday: count 

forward Tuesdays to Sunday, inclusive, is six days ; and the sixth letter from A 
inclusively F, Theieioreat first, F is the dominical Jetler ; but tbe ^l:9ih of h'a* 
bruary , V bich is ^ddetl. or intercabited, throws the l^lay of March a day later 
in the week than it would olhei wise ha^.e been ; and, therefuie. the Sunday letter 
fof March and ab' the remaining mrv^'ths wiG be E. 'I’lie years which have the 1^9 
days in February, and the, two dominical letters are called hincitites, for the reason 
already g^ven or /e<ip i/e/irs becau.se the day of tbe month, alter February, leap 
ovjradayof the week. Inlaw, the vSth and ^tl9ih of February are accounted o/rs day. 

The Golden Number. At the end of every nineteen years the new and 
full moons happen at veiy nearly tbe same times of the year. I he ancients dig- 
coveieii ihis, and reckoned the nineteen years, or “cycle of the moon" as it is 
called, so that it terminateil the year belore^ the Cbiis«ian era. i bis cycle was 
marked by the Greeks with letters of gold, 'riterefore, to find the gobleii number 
or number of the year in Ibis cycle, add 1 to the date; divide by 19: the quoti- 
ent in the number of cycles of the moon since the birth of Christ, and remainder 
hs, golden numhev ; us the present year is 18^8. add 1, is lBitl9 ; divide by 19, 
s 96 cycles, and ibeie remuins 5, the golden number . 

.■?. TheCvcleof iiieSun is the number of years that elapse before. the 
SundavR throuiilioul the year, happen on the same days of the month. If there 
were 364 days in the year, that would happen every year; if 36.=), it would happen 
#<very seveiilli year; hut because the one-tourtb of a day makes an alleraliou ol a 
day every fourth year, the cycle must extend to 28 years. Nine years of this cycle 
bo<l elap'Cd befoie the birth of Christ. Therefore; to find the cycle of tlie sun 
add 9 ro the date divide by 28 ; the quotient is the number of cycles since tbe birth 
of iduist.and the remainder i>(, the cycle of the sun; as, for the year 1828, add 9, 
is 1837, divide by 28, the quotient is 63 cycles, and the reA:.iinder is 17, the cycle 
of the sun. 

4. The Kpact is the moon’s age for the first day of January, or the equation 
between the beginning of tlie solar and the lunar year, ..'I’lie time from one new 
moon to another is abotit 29.^ days. Thus there are, in a year, twelve revolutions 
of the moon, and 11 days over, therefore, the twelfth new moon will take place il 
days earlier each year.lhqn il did the year belj^re. In the lunar cycle of 19 years, 
there are 12 new moons in each, of 12, and 13 in each of 7 ; because the 11 days of 
yearJr’ difference in three years, exceed a lunar month by oj days. If it were not for 
the odd minutes and seconds, tiie age of the moon, on tlie 1st of January, could al- 
ways oe found, by nuiitiplying the golden number by 1 1, and dividing by oO ; then 
the reniaiiv'er would he the epact or aee ol the moon on the Ist of Januaiy. The 
loilowmg method will answer for the day of the moon’s age on tlm 1st of January 
tilt ihe end of »be present century. J ake I from the golden number, multiply 
W.iat is left by 1 l,‘divid by Sc the remainder is the epact, or moon’s age on the 
1st of January: as lor 1828 the golden number is 5; take away 1, leaves 4 ; mul- 
tiply by 11 , is 44; divide by 30, remains 14, the epact, or moon's age oo the 1st 
Januaiy. 

5. The Number of Diiiection is the number of days after tbe 22^1 of March, 
inrtudine both*day!«. upon which Easter Sunday lakes place. Ffr instance, the

This 
festival is kt*pt in commemoraiioii o< fhe ** Manifestavon** of llie Saviour of man- 
kimi lo the (j’entiles. and appeih^s lo have been fir#t observed, as a separate feast 
in the year 813. 'I'he primitive < hristians celebrated the Feast of the Nativity 
for twelve days, observine the first and last with the greatest solemnity. From 
the cifciimstaiice, of this festival being twelve days after Christmas, it is vulgarly 
called days.** , 

Plough Monday is the Monday after the Epiphany, and received this 
appellation tioin its having been fixtcd upon by c^‘^r forefathers, as the period 
when they returned to the duties ot agriculture, after the festivities ol Chr’istmas. 

23. Septuagesima Sunday,- Sop\u 2 igts\m^ Sunday, is a Sunday dependent 
upon Lent/ as il^i^t season is upon Easter. It is to he considered as tifcc* prepara- 
tion foi the fast of Lent. Its observation was instituted by Pope Gregory the 
Great, 1'he name of the first Sunday in Lent liaving been distinguished by the 
appellation of Quadragesima, and the three weeks preceding, having been appro- 
priated to the gradual introduction of the Lent Fast, the three Sundays of these 
weeks r.«Ve called hy names significant of ti eir situation : and reckoniug by /)c- 
(teniha) , the Sunday preceding Quadragesima, received its present title 
of Quinquagesim.a. the s^^cond Sexacesima. and the third Sepiuagesima.

2. P nr i fieri tion,— Th‘» day is kept in the reformed Church, as a solemn festi- 
val, in nf\«inory of (he Purification of the Virgin IMary, who submitted to the in- 
junctioa of the law, tinder which she lived, and presented the infant Jesus in the 
'iVmple, The festival was celebrated in the Christian Churches with an abun- 
dance ot light, and was originally called Candlemas Day,*’ as well as the Day 
of Purification. 'I'he practice ot Itghting the Churches has been discontinued in 
this country since the second }ear of Eilward the VI. In the Romish Church, 
the orginal name and all its attendant cerimonies, are still retained. 

8. 3/iro('e Tuc;idai/. — After the people had made the confession required at 
this season, by the dicipline ol the ancient Church, they were permiite«l to indulge 
-^Vt.f^^tive amusements, although not allowed to partake of any repast beyond the 
usual substitutes for flesli ; and hence arose the custoin. yet preserved, of eating; 
pancakes and fritters at Shrovetide. On these days of autirortzed indulgence, the 
most wanton recreations were tolerated, provided a due regard was paid to the 
abstinence commanded by the Chur,ch ; and from this origin sprang the Popish 
Carnival. From the loose pastimes of the age in vvhich the Carnival originated, 
are also to be traced the nearly exploded diversions of coch'flghting, and cock- 
throwing. 

9. Ash Weihiesday.^'VUe primitive Christians did not commence their 
Lent, until the Sunday now cak'etl the first io Lent. Pope Felix 111, in the year 
487, first added the four days prtMreding the old Lent Stlkday, to complete the 
number of lasting days to forty. Gregory the Great introduced the sprinkling of 
ashes on the first of the four additional days, which give it the name of Dies Cine’' 
nwi, or Ash* Wednesday. At the Uefonnation, this pri^ctice was abolished. as 
being a mere shadow, 6 t vain show.’’ 

13. Quadragessimu, or first Sunday in Lent. — Ercomberl, King of Kent, 
first appointed the last pf Lent in the yqar 841 ; Niicceeding generations 
marked the disliiictions between the various foods. VVe find flesh to have been 
early prohibited during Lent, though Henry Vlll, published a proclamation 
in i.S4*5, allowing the use of white meals, which coniinued in force until, hy piocia* 
malion of James*! , ill if)19 and 16^23, and by Charles 1, in 18*7 and 1831, flesh 
was again wholly forhid<leri. 

J4. St. The practice of “ choosing a Valentine,” as it is called 

on ibis day, is loo well known to riee<l explanation, 1 he origin of this custom ha.s 
been muc.li coriiroveried V it is indisoulably of very ancii nt date. Valentine was 
a presbyter of the Church, who suffered martyidoiii under Claudius II. at Rome, 
A. D.27L

6, MiflMnt Sirm/dt/.—This <lay received its appellation, because it is the 
middle Sunday between Quadragessinia and Easter Sunday. It is by some called 

(he Mothering Sunday, a term expressive ot the ancient usage ol visiting the iVio- 
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llifir, or Cathedral Cliiirclies cj( ihe spveral dioceses, when voluntary offerings 
were made, which are now railed Easter O^erings. 

17, St, Patrick — Sr. Patrick, from ihe elninenf services he rendered the 
Irish, in converting them fioin idolatry is called t^e Apostle and Father of the 
lliherman Church, and is ihewPatron or tutelar saint ol that inland. 

•iO, t*ulin Snndaij, Palm Sunday is the Sunday preceding Faster, or the 
last Sunday in L|ut. In ttie anoieui Church Palin Sunday, will) the whole of 
llie week, which it commences was held in strict devotion, a*r^l«Ss*rved witfi 
greater rigour as to fasting and humiliationihat any oilier pan of Hie Lent reason. 
'I'he festival commenioraitis Saviour’s triunipnal entry into Jerusalem, when 
bianche!s*ol palm were spread before lum. 

‘24. M<iuit(lay I karsduy,— I'Aw^id ill in llie year l36.‘L appears to have 
been the first Fnglish monarch, who introduced into this couriiry. the practice of 
feediu:;, eilfihing. and disiiibuting money to indigent persons on •Maumlfey J'fiurs- 
day. riie Cusioin iris continued vvtthout intennission to the present peiiod; and 
yearly, on this day, the Lord Almoner, or in his abibnee, the sub»almoner, attends 
for that purpose, in VVIniehall (’liapcL • 

Atimniciafion or Lody Day . — The reformed Clmrch celebrates this 
day as a joyful fesiival from the connexion betv\eeii the circumstance conimenio- 
ratefi, and the incarnation. “ Oiir Lady** is the ancient and fwpular name of the 
Virgin flJary. • 

'25, Good Fridny. — Vrom the earlir st^ records of Clirl^fiar^ly , this tjay lias 
l>een hehJ lias a solemn fast, in remembgince of the CnirifixiMO. its appellation 
of Good, appears to be peculiar to the ( hurchl^f Lnuland. Oui ?>axon lorefatlie^rs 
denominated it Long Fiiday, from ttie length of the offievs and fastings on that day. 

27 Easter ,Snirltiy is a niovealile festival, held in comineinorali^n of the 
Resurrection, and being the most important ami most anr^enl in observance :

or even tiiioii"li the rnontiis. or the day,- without noiicir'^ the intliierice which “ihe 
idiani'jni: po^iiioiis of tile heavenly hollies, have upon his own coniioit, gnd upon 
the stale ol ail thin-.’S an und hini. IJiis is the hook of wondPr, which, at the l^ist 
dawnins: of reaso'i, both individuals wnd nations, attempt to read. It is always 
open; no perception IS so d.iill as n-'/t to lie able to uace iis 5 ;reater lines; atii. 1 , 
fiom the maiiiiltude of these, arni tiie unerring certainly of liieir reeuTrenee at 
their iei:;ulav times, and ilie changes v\hi(di they produce upon every thing that 
grow- or live‘<. It IS dirh 'uli to imagine tiie existence ol a mind, .so incurious a-; 
not to l.om to itself some ilieory of flieir naiure and causes.

But. li th'.‘ snl jeet iisell iiad col tmeu liie be.st adopterl^for supersinion. the very 
eniiPing wl.t.: h made u'c of it would have iiects-ardy chosen ihal which ^tiNueiad 
T?.s purpose hvilers, Si. • far, however, as research can be made into ihr* early 
hi.siory of mankind the .sun the moon, and such slais as have any ihing lemaiiva- 
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ble id their appearance, have been ilw* {ir-it', objects v )f arloiation ; and that adora* 
tiou has always l)een the tiioie markct\ in proportion us the appearance of the 
luiinnaries liiive bten llic njore VVe find it nuicb more in the Laplander 

and the inlodutatit of Grccnlaij^<l who have their fnouths of summer’s tlay and 
winter’s ni^ht, than we do in iiio>e tropical countries, where the day is always of 
nearly the same ieiutli and wiiete fiooditig raiu and burning drought are the chief 
phenomena that vary the year. 

idut the svfpbrstitions adoration fie celestial appearance is not confined to 
the early and baibarous slate of Lations. When this superstition was expelled 
from religion and the luminaries were deprived ot thtf'ir godshi'j), they dit} not at 
once lose the whole of llreir consequence ; but hebl their place as the agents and 
arbiters of human destiny'. U pou this arose u sy.siein of superstition, vvUich left 
not a lhing>*n nature, a member of the liuman body or an event of.V'-man life 
upon which it did not lay hold. I’lu; individual bodies had each their special 
virtues, their good or their bad niHuence; tirese were modified by the grouping of 
the stars into constellations and irom the positions of the sun, moon, ami planets, 
among til e>t; there arose other 'compound loflm rices till the system became a.s 
coinplicaied as ii was ridiculous. So firmly was this bclieve<l at one lime, that 
nothing could be doi\e or undertaken wjibout a previous consultation of stars, to 
find out whether jjL was tlieir pieasuic ! iiat the issue should be prosperous; and 
theaspecrof the starsi t a man's birth was admitted to have ten limes as inucli 
infiueiice upon liiA^success in lile, as InrCialcuts, his education, and his conduct. 
] iiileed it had muc h more ; lor it ii^vra'. ifbt the pleasure of the stars— and the 
repealing of that was cotniyitied entiiely to tire astrologer — tlie man could not act, 
or be educared or even l>drn. If one wished to know whether any substance 
w(>uld answer any pu. pose, he did not try it. he consulted the moon ; and if any 
thing was lust searcii was not made for it thf|moon was questioned through tho 
medium of the astroiogei, who always contrived, by his confederates to be in 
possession of as many lost things as kept up the credit of the craft. 

By this most alisurd sysien* of sufrerstition the reason and common sense of 
the people were rendered completely useless ; and which was far worse the toun- 
datioM of morality was compl*'tely taken away bocuusc*, if the success or the 
failure good or the bad of liuman actions, <lid nol rlepeiid upon men ibtm- 
£elvt*s, but upon an unenitig dcHfiriy, to be re.ul in tiic aspi cl of liie stars there w.'i.s 
an end of all virtue and attempting to ilo rightly; because, as the destiny wa.s 
fixed, no efiorl on the pa rt of the man could alt^^r it— indeed he could m-ike no 
effort, unless that was also set down in the aspect of tlic heavens at Ins nativity. 

V\ hen superstition had thus desiroyed botl: the int(dlect and the morals of 
mankind, the absurditie.s into whicli it led them were emiless; and as any subjict 
in ov<ler to be woudcied at. requne.s only to bo iiioompretiensibli'. the delusion be* 
rarne very general, Mor is it yet eradicated, l/anguage contrihuics a little to this ; 
even the well inforrricd talk about *• stars” and ‘'destinies,” and tlmse who havo 
little information believe tbai t.h'^se woids have a litoral signification. '1 ho disposi- 
tion which ^11 people have to firy into the future also tends perpetuate this su- 
perstition. The proper key to the fulu're is induciion from iln^ P'^t ; but the proper 
sue ol titat supposes habits of observing and reasoutng vvbich cannot yet he regard- 
t «l as general'among the people of any coun’ry ; so, they V’iio cannot anticipate ^he 
future, by connecting it \vith the present arul the past, still follow filler the <)elu- 
siou not only of astrolog«ns— moon-aud sur men, -but fortune-icllinc impostors 
of all sorts; an<l the dejusi^m is heloeil to be py ipefuated by those publications 
ia vvbich the nonsence of a'^trology i.s still reiaileil to the public. 

I hese circumstances render p necessary that the phen<)iucria of the year should 
be explained in Uie mofif f imple and philosophic luariuer, that the real causes of 
those (crtienomeoa siioubl he rnarle palpable to the most ordinary capacity ; and 
tliat it should be plain to every one, ii»ai there is uo mystery :n the matter, — that 
the Fevolution.s of the heavenly bodies produce the appearances of the seasons, 
and nothing more, v’l he motives r|f these have, in fact, no more influence upon 
the conduct and the desiiMes of mankind than the motion of a river lowaid.s the 
sea, or the fall of a stone to tlie ground, when it is not borne up by some thing 
that tan support its weight^; and it would be just as rational to calculate the 
nativity ol a man from tin* umfion of the 'Ibaines towards the sea as from the 
motion of tlie moon or the pl'ineis. Nay, the revolution of a coach-wheel up«m 
the road had just ns much to do with human destiny as the motion of the heaveidy 
bodies; and whea^ in its revolution upon the dial, the minute hand of a cIock 
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passes over the hour hand, that has just as mjicb influence upon the fate of nations 
or individuals as an eclip«>e o^the sun or the moon. 

With the exception of the li^ht and heat prodiced by the sun, and the light 
of the moon, and still fainter*illumination ot the stars, there is no reason to infer 
that the celestial bodies exert any influence, other than that of gravitation, upon 
the eaith itself ;Stnd as their influence is wholly of a physical natuie.^i^ can have 
no effect whatever upon the mincls or con(ki(’t*of men^ any more ip^n can be pro- 
duced by the natural or artificial motion ot any »lher substances. 8o far ^as the 
luioinar^s make me^i more less comfortable at the lime they have au influence 
—as the genial temperature of the day raises the .spirits in the same way, and to 
the same extent that they are raised hy a similar tetnpertffure ot a common fire, 
or the of the moon enables a man to find his way at night, Just ir^ the same 
physical he woulil find it by the same degree of lamp bgiit; Sut beyond these 
way as effects, there is, ami there can be. mdhiig. If llie luminary is at the 
same distance, shines for the same length of time at the same height above tho 
horizon, it matters not in v^liat sign of the zodiac hr in what part of the h^^avens 
it may make its appearance, any more than it signifies whether tiie fire t»y which 
one is warmeii, or the lamp hy winch one is iichted, it* on^ of the east or the 
west of St. Paul’s; and it would he just a< philosophical to calculate the future 
de.siiny of a maniiom the “ house” in which he happenedgiu f)e horn, as liom 
the “ house” ot the planets at the time of ^»is birth, indeed ii* would fle much 
more so ; for if inteUii^fnce and goad se^se batmen to be /ards of ihe usreifdinii in 
the house of the patent, they are very ratiunaf gioumis fur predictim; the future 
welfare of the child; and so. also ignorance rlissipatioif. and vice in the parent 
are tar more malignant espects for the infant that has the itjisfortune i J be bern 
under them, than any configuratton which either the stars, or any thiug else Cut 
of any family can assume. 

There was a time when not the people merely but the titled and the learned, 
were thrown into the greatest consternation by an eclipse of the sjn or moon, or 
the appearance of a comet or the aurora borealis. And why ? liecausc they are of 
comparatively rare occuiiences and when mankind do not know the rational cause 
of any tiling, they always from to themselves a supeisittiou.s one. A caiulle is to 
tlif' inmates of a room at night what the sun is to the inhabitants of ibe eaitj^ 
ring the day ; it gives them light, and, if the fiame l>e laige enough it gives them 
heat. If, too, there he a mirror upon the wait and the candle he so placed as ttiat 
the light reflected by the minor is throne into a room which the cai.dlc does not 
illuminate, the mirror will give a .sort of mooi^light to any one who happens to be 
theie. Now. if one of the family were to stand beiween another of the family 
and the candle, the candle— their sun for the lime — would be just as much eclip-» 
sed to the one from whose sight it were hidden, as the sun of the world is whta 
the moon comes between it anti the earth ; and .so also if any one placed himself 
in such manner, as that bis shadow fell upon the ^irror, that mirror— the tempo* 
rary moon of those in^'Uie tlark chainher- would be just as much eclipsed, as the 
moon of the worhl is when the earth comes between it ami the.«un, ildpnves it of 
the light of iliat lumiu.iry, and prevents it from reflecting that light to the earth, 
Vt'ell IS there any personjn his senses that would say> that because orte of a family 
had come between anotlier and the candle, or heiweeo tiojpc:<indle and the looking 
class, tliat some direful calamity would hefa) the family, or that they would 
inevitably have a brawl or a iaw'Siui with the folks at tiie n»-xt ooitace; and yet 
the consequences just mentioned arc precisely of the srftnc^iaiuie with the eclipses 
of ihe sun and moon; aod from their nearn( .ss liity have mm h more effect on the 
inhabitants of the cettage titan the celestial ones can ha\^' upon the inhabitants 
of the earth. A temporary want of light is the whole effect in both rasf s ; and 
as that of the celestial eclipse i' never so complete as in the case of the candlo 
and the minor, it is, except as a matter ,o! curiosity, or as fixing a point of time 
of much less consequence than the other, 

• • 

With regard, again, to a comet, it is much the same^as if one werci to come 
into the room with a burning torch or taper and then go out .igain ; an occurrence 
which could do no harm, unless the bearer of the torch^were to rmi against iiome* 
boily or set fire lo the hause. So also, if the comet be a solid suhslanc^ ar.d if 
he light which it emi*s Ije of the burning kind, (for cornets are so distant, and 
continue so »hort a time, that we are unable to be ceiiain about their nature, ) u 
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iniRhl if it cnme in contact with the ejUrih, shatter it as a cannon haM shatters a 
house, 01 born it as a rttl-iiot short or a shell tioes ; bnt as lon^ as we are out of 
its way, we are jiiHi as sale tion^ harm. a$ we would be if we stood on a \\\g\\ cliff 
and saw lockeis It*! oft ten miles at sea. A rocket 'let off in VauxbaH Gardens 
Iras just, as much iuOuence on the fate of nations and individuals, as all the comils 
f hat ever aopeareol ; and if the stick of the rocket happened to fall, upon any 
body, it would ^ave a good deal more. 

/J'iiere was a time w hen the *■* Jack-o’-the-lante'^n”— infl*^mmable air over a 
fen, a piece of roiten wood, or a putrid fish — both of which, in a cei tain' st.^ie of 
rottenness, give out a gas whirl) becomes luminous, was accouninl as .soinettiiiif; 
alarming; but as every bunclei in cbeinisiry can now produce the same appear- 
ances wheltever'lre pleases, they have ceased to be regarded with anV*'d^sree of 
aoorehension. ^ 

All these follies, with which people wasted their time,, disturbed their imagi- 
nations, and made themselves uneasy. resulted Irom. thc want of a little— a very 
little — : .Vber anti independent tliiiiktng. Effects must l*e similar to their causes; 
anil every subject wirich is mailer cannot affect the inino in any other way than 
by affect mg the body. The arsenic which lies buiieil a mile uni|er ground, or 
lliai whi/i,',h is coniaincd in tlie stores ot the Apothecaries' Gompany, is just as 
deadly in its natiTie as iltal wluch has, f.by accident, crime, or madness, got into 
tlie Imiri.'in stouif.ch. But while it^emain^ there it poisons nobody; and though, 
by contiuuaily alarming Inmseif about it, a man of weak mind might, in time, 
bring himself to hehevc \nat it would; and though this sboubi injure his health, 
or even Trighlin him..ii) death the arsenic would be quite innocent of the matter. 
VVhat would even the most ignorant man now Living think, il lie were told, that 
it a pinch of gunpowder were to he stolen from the stores of the (jiaml Signior, 
brought to London, and hurnerl according to the lules of art, it would instantly 
blow up all the magazines in Turkey! Well, there was a lime when the belief of 
sucli ail influence in powvler was far mo»e prevalent ilian that ot the influence 
of the appearances of the year upon human life and fortune is now. 

The sun, and moon and the planets and stars, are merely masses of matter— 
•'Orta imate, and, of course, witliout any power of ihinking and acting as whole— 
thougir lliey may have different classc-s of growing and living lieing^* upon them, in 
the saiiio way that the earth has ; and it may be, that while we are fiiglitening 
ourselves with the changing fihases of the muon, tlie people on that luminary are 
in the same alarm at our planet. I 3 ut bodies placed at so great a ilisiance from 
each other, as the planets ami stars are, can have no influence upon each other, 
saving that of giavitaiion. and light and heat, which will, of course, chance with 
every change of position and distance. A.s, if ih'e moon Ire far north in the sky, 
it will he longer up," or above the horizon, to us in these uoijhern latitudes; 
if it be near to the sun, on thr “astern side it will shine in the early part of the 
‘ night ; if it he near, on the wc.stern sole, it will shine in the'iafter part of tlie night ; 
if it he directly opposite to the sun. it will, if jusi as far north in the sky, rise at 
sunset and set at sunrise ; if it be faiiher north, it will rise before the sun sets, 
and set after the sun ri-t? ; — if soudi of the sun, it will afier sunset, and set 
before sunrise : — ami if it he in ilie same, partoi the sky with respect to east and 
west, as the sun, U will rise ami set at the same time witli that luminary, and not 
• be seen, unless it he also in the same part, of the sky with regard to noith and 
’ south; and in that casNi it* will come, in whoUVor in part, between the earth and 
the sun, according as their places are exactly or only nearly the same, and orca- 
eion a total or a partiaf eclipse of the sun. AM the changes of the with 

regard to shape ^nd time of appearance, take place in eveiy hrnar month, from 
one new moon to another. All the variations, of appearances, eclipses and other 
‘ phenomena, recur in a period of about nineteen years; aud any of them may be 
fore told by one who has a knowledge of astronomy. 

• I 

There are some other particulars in the moon’s appearance, upon which 
superstition is stilt apt to lay hold, and predict, if nut sometinng as to liuman life 
at least something about Mie weather which is a fertile subject for impostuie. One 
of ihcfv is the position of the cuspg, oi points, of the new moon when first seen, 
'i'hese are always both at equal distances fiom the. sun. and.oi couise, theii stand- 
ing straight, or leaning backwanls, or torwarrts, liepends' upon ibp . distance ifiat 
the moon is north or south of the sun. Any one can see this by a very simple 
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experiment. J'ake an orange or an apple» of anjf tiling round, and hold it in your 
left hand between you and the candie, only as tar to the ieii as that the light will 
shine on a part ot it id the snape ot a new moc^i. '1 his moon may be much 
narrower or broader, acucoidipg as you hold it nearer or iuiiher troin the line 
between you and the candle. It you hold n just as high as (he candle, the Hue of 
the points will be upright ; if you move it bigiier the candle, t^ie line will lean 
backwaids, more*aiid more as li is raised; anti it you move if dowijjp^dt than the 
andle, the line will lean lorward, more auif iiiore^as itws lowered. • 

Two other peculfarities o4 the moon, that occasion a good deal of speculation 
among tliose who arc ignorant of (he causes are, ** the harvest moon,” in Septem* 
her, and the liunter's moon,’* in March; the former o^ which, when near the 
full, rises fry several nights at nearly the same hour, and the ietiei, ar^ (he same 
age. is equally remarkable tor the dilfereoce between the tunes oY Yts rising. 'I'he 
moon moves nearly to the same distance from the s'^n every day, bur it moves in 
a path, ihe une-halt of which is much nearer the north than the other; and this 
is the case also with the apparent annual path of tile sun ; rliat luminary appear- 
ing much nearer to the nonh in summer than in winter. Thus, whtMi the moon is 
moviug northward at the most rapid rate, it escapes from ihe^ horizon northward, 
and rises earlier ; and when it moves southward at the most repaid rate, it ap- 
proaches to the horizon, and sets earlier. The full moon c^n be in the former 
position only in September or October, andgia the latter in Mart*li or April ; anil 
bus tlie harvest and hunter’s moons are^ccasi^ned. § 

Such are the principal changes in the moon’s appearance ; they are all to be 
explained upon the simple facts of the motions of the moon and the ea^th ; and, 
tiierelore, they neither have, nor can have, any of those iiiHueflces which superAi* 
tion, the child of ignorance, ascribes to (hem. 

The planets being all much more remote fiom the earth than the moop is, auri 
having little diifereace in their appearances, saving what arises from their own 
motions and that of the earth round tlie sun, have little about them that claims 
attention, as connecteil wiiii the appearances of the year. Influence upon the 
eanli, upon the changes of the seasons, or upon any thing that in any way affects 
the comlort or the ordinary pursuits of tiiankind, they have none whatever: ami 
tlierefore, the explanations of their appearances aud moiious may very proaeiljr 
be left to the study of astronomy, 

'I hn^. tfie only thing that remains in order to complete this simple notice of 
the phenomena of the year, is some account of the annual appear.ances of the 
suo'—ihat grand sourse of light, and Hie, and enjoyment: to all the animal and 
vegcltible tribes. 

In Older that the whole may be clearly understood by those who have not 
jmuch knowledge of geography and astronomy it may not be improper to begi.n 
with the apparent revolution of the heavens, every day, as arising from the real 
rotation of the eanh. When a round body, such Ts an orange, or a billiard ball, 
is made to whirl round in the same place upon the table, by spinning ti, although 
there may be no mark upon it, one can easily perceive that tliere is one point ia 
the middle of the upper part of it, round which all the rest turns, just as a wheel 
turns upon an axle; and«if one could see it from below, ther^ would be found a 
similar point ill ihe middle of' tliH under part, round whi^i the whole would be 
seen to turn. These twojixed points would be the poles of the ball or orance ; and 
if we imagine a line drawn from tl.« one, through the cintrt to the other, that lino 
would be the < 1 / ro^ition. The earth turns round from west to east eveiy 
Iwfcniy.four hours, in ilie very same manner; only, instead of being supported 
upon any thing likt^ ihe ball or the orange, it is kept in place by the mutual 
attraction between it and the sun. If we make a little mark any where upon the 
ball, aijtl imagine ouiselves to be living there, the candle which stands still upon 
the table would appeas to move in the contrary direction to that of* the ball. If 
the candle he held just as high as the midiile of jhe l»all, the ^ark, wherever wo 
P *he upper part, half way to the centre ^r pole,) will pass ooe- 

nalt ot IIS revolution through the lichiof the candle, and the o»lier half not. Ii 
^the mark being still in the same place) Ihe candle he raised higher up than the 
centre of the bail or (which will have just the same effect) if the ball is out lower 
down than the candle, the, mark will pass through the light for a longer time of 
each rotation than it is the dark; apd if the candle be held further down that 
the of the ball, or the ball raised higher than the centre of the candle, the 

mark will pass through the light for a shorie* lime than it does, through the dark- 
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uesfi on the otlier side. Also, thee inc^iease oTiiglit ia the former rase, and the 
(ierrease in tfie tatter, will be the gieater» the fartl^^r the centre of the ball is 
beiow or above the candle, andithe nearer the mark IS to the pole or point round 
which the upper part of the ball seems to turn. If we call the upper pole of the 
ball the iwt’ihpoie the mark (rai her more than a third of the upper half from that 
pole) any^ilace m the British islands; and suppose the ball to be the earth, and 
the r;rndie thtir (un, we have before ^us the whole principles of the motions that 
piodiice the changes of the ueasor\s. 

v\^e have only to imagine a level plane, or even .^ate surfAce, to pass through 
the centre O' the sun ; iliai the axis upon which the earth turns round fs always 
upright 10 that place ; iliat the or path, which the earth moves in during the 
year, lies/jne-h;^‘f of it above the plane* and the other below; and this orbit 
has ap inclination, nr rr)^ifcr.s (in ang/c of about twenty-three degrees' and a half 
With the plane each way , then if we further imagine, that the north pole of the 
earth is uppermost and that the earth, in moving round the orliit from west to east, 
perforr*^ias many rotations as there are days in a year, we shall have the whole 
means of explaining the changes of the seasons. 

If we imagine tiiai the point at which the earth ig highest above the level 
plane passing ihrougl^ the centre of the sun, is immediately before lis and nearest 
to us; iTiep the p-iju at which it meeisjhe level plane, in desceniljng, will be ilie 
one (arthcsi to il:.*i right of the sup; tliiU where the earth is farthest below the level 
piane will be the one at the greatefC distance, and right before us ; and iliat at 
which the earth ineets the level plane in ascending towards us, will be the one 
most ren.-ote from ib^ sun on our left hand. 

The first of these points willlre the shortest day to those in the northern he- 
misphere; and for the quarter of a year from that to tlie second point, the day 
there, will always be less tiian twelve hours* and the night more. 

The second point will be the vernal equirrox,* equal day and night in the 
epring; and in the quarter from thence to the third point, the days in the oorfhern 
bemisphere will always he more than twelve hours, and the \xigbis loss. 

The third point will be the midsummer, or longest day, in the northern hemis- 
*|} 7 ieVe; and in the quarter from that to the fourth point, the day will be again more 
than twelve hours, and the niglit less. 

The fourth point will he the autumnal equinox,— equal day and night, 
autumn; and in the €|(iarler from thence to the point at which we supposed the 
earth to set out, the day will be* as ifi the quarter first noticed, less than twelve 
hours, and the night more. 

It is evident, that on the half of the surface 'which is round the other, or south 
pole, the appearances of the seasons will be quite reversed* ' 

'Thus, in the whole of the*^.ialf that lies above the level plane, the day will be 
shorter than the night ; it will decrease during the first *part of that half, and 
leiiglhen again, at the same rate, during the second. Also, in the wjiole half be- 
low the plane, the day will he longer than the night. It will lengthen (luring the 
first part, art'd shorten at the same rate during .the second- 

On the earth, the tiiotion which causes the lengthening and shortening of /he 
day IS npt seen, except by all the stars that are round iV»e heavens coming to the 
south in succession at midnight ; and the suiy being farther north at rising arid 
setting, and higher at mid day when the day lengthens,— and the reverse when 
it ahortena. 

'i bn lengthening and shortening are at tfie same rate at all times of the 
year ; for it is iiOt ihe absolute distance of the <\frih from tho level phirie, but tjhe 
c^bange of distance between ope day and another tliat makes the ditfereiice of 
their rengths. Now, if any one take two rings of hoops of any kind . and put 
the one across tlie centre of the other, a little obliquely, he will see that they 
recede from, each othen most rapidly at thp two points where (hey cross, vmd that 
mid way between these points there is a considerable space where they are neAr- 
iy at the aame distance. Therefore, the days must lengthen and shorten most 
j^apidly at the equinoxerf, and be for some little lime of nearly equal lengths 
at summer aixd mid winter. 

'Ijhe different, dpratiqn of the day, and the different heights of the sun, are 

fhe.qq^ses of those g^ri&tiqus of natmal heat wliiph iso beaMtifqlly diFeTsify.iihe

REMARKS ON TI^E WEATHER. 

An tub baromrt^. 

Thl» insft’iinient, a» commonly met with, is very imperfectly construeferi ; 
liiif, nevrrthcle!»s, will an«w#T tolerably well ilic purpose-, of a weather- 
People, Im i;enertil, pay too much Httention to the wor<lg ./V/ir, stormy, 

etiyraven upon the scale; ami it is a eom^iiotj error to loiipf an 

the mereury, or the ihdex which marks its coiu’se, fjoiiits to tho^e exprf^sions, 
the weather will lie w accort%nce with them. 'Iiie most iioportunt tact, however, 
to be a»oJrlaine<l in inakinir an observation is, whether the rnercMiry is in the art 
of lisini? or fallirijz; ns, it* it ascends, ahhonuli tiie igtlnx point to the word 
rf/i/j, it is a much surer iiidicution of fine weatlier than when the index poiritn 
to fair, ami the metal descends. The point may i^eiierally i}€ ascfrtaiiied hy 
gently tappinsf Ihe instrument; which, freeiiipf the mercury from a slielil; 
aiihesion to the aliowa its freer motion, aifll instantly shows its upward 

•r d'»wi!wnrd tendency. • 

The attention slioiild also he directed to the number of iiiche.s, and parts of 
an incii engraven upon the scale, with which the level of the mercury or iht; 
index ooincirles: these denote the length of the coliitnTi of mvtal which a coinmu 
of the air, of equal base, at the moirn nt is CHpat)le of suppv^rting ; nnd, con- 
■eq?ienlly, the w< ii^ht of the Uittef.* The average height o^thia codsimn tor 
the month is recorded in the re-iister, h% well as its rau'ie, from wliicli the two 
ex'trcme points of Its course may he calcnJUtcd, to which if rarely r^nchttr. 
H'liii is most plentiful, and thunder most frequet^, when the quicksilver 
fluctuates a little below the average. If it descend rupitily and coi]^iderahfy 
below this point, storms of wind are indie ded, while, In ptoportion as it 
aiiove thj samn point, tlie probability of fair wcatbe>r increases. Settlcfl weuthov 
must not, be expected while the column of tneirury is below its nn-an beignt 
for the month. Stniden and considerable (haiii^es in eiiher direction art? coni- 
iipmly followed by fair or foul weather equally transient ; while a steeiiy rise* 
front day to day of about a ten'll of an inch in tweiitv foiir Tours, :»r a 
prolonged fall in the same proportion (either of »ln m piissiop the tin an poiii’), 
may generally he trusted as prognostics of continued f lir wcaUjcr or min. 

It iii ty now perhaps be asktfd in wliat way ttie varying weight of tin* 
atmosphere is connected with the changes of the weather, and whnt proitufftin 
lids vhi iati on of weigiH, ? These are qu'"8li"iiH whieh have long puzzl'-d phiio- 
ropliprs: and Ttirtny erroneous solutions have beefi ^jivcii of the problem Hy 
some, lilt! increase of weight has been supposed to proceed from the qnaniiry 
ot Wtttei disiolvod in the air ; this is, lnuvcv»#, refuted by the simple tact, that 
when I be barometer stands liigliest, the air is most dry; ainl, on the contrary, 
nin generally occurs when the nimosphere is ligiit. Gibers, again, Irive uttr?- 
billed the phenomenon to n centtifugnl force conimuniraled to the wiial hy ?!n* 
rotatory motion of the earth. The qiiCHtiou is certainly very dith’ult and 
comjilieavd ; b»it wc i^rust that some id m may fonned of the true cause ol 
the ri.^e and tall of the barometer from^ie following explanation. 

It may bn rlemoristrated tliat, owing to tlie unequal distribution of heat 
upon I he surface of our globe, and the gradual decrease of tem- eraturc fro?n 
the equator to tlie poles, dthe elastic fluids of the atmosphere moa# perpetuall/ 
•ircnltttc between the colder and Ihe hotter points; tb^vfiig Ironi the foimer 
to the Idiler ou tlie tjurlace of the earth, and returning from ll>e. latter to the 
former in Upper opposite enrronta. Now it is clear that, if such be the fact, 
the haroouder weighs the pressure of these two coiuRinftl currents at any given 
point ; and as lony as they balance one another, that is to say, as lotig as an 
equal quantity of air is hrotfght by one sfream to the base of the perpeiplicuhn: 
coluirni to wliat is carried off hy the other from its sulbmit, ao long wid their 
combin'd wei hts be. unchanged. lint should any t-unse, partially urlii.jr, check 
Ihe course of one, witliout at the same time impeding that of the other, the. 
balance will be destroyed, and the horoineter, bj its rise or full, w'il mark thw 
ainoiint of the disturbance. Owing to various Causes, l|^jt chfefiy to (lie l u'^qual 
tli^^Gburion of water and hind upon the surface St the earth, the cotirse of ihe 
wituis is by no menus so regular as is assumed above, hut this grand syblein of 
balancing ruirents certainly results, ultliough ntaskeiJ in p triicalar regions ) y 
•irouaibtaiices. most «o which, liowever, give rise to minor systerns^of rnm,

while he is watebiiig tlieir courses, let him for a moment suppose that llie hu'o-

before hir'J .indrienly ciietked ; the others wiil coTitinue to flow 'on fora time ta 
rheir primary ""liKeclioiis, c/i uecount "of their orit:inul impulse; and the baro- 
TiiFter. he wi'l conceive, must fall, because more air is oanied oif above it than 
Is compensated by the current which oriuinully iiiriintuiiteJ the balanc ; and up

Anil need not be at it loss to discover a cause quite competent to produce 
Ihe unequal ctfecis upon the currents of the atmosphere contemplated above. 
>Mint2led with the atmospherd of permanent uases, an invisible atiu(»si>h('re of 
ateam is constantly rising from, the surface ot the globe, varying in force with 
the temperature ol the waters from which it emanates This vapour rises 
»ncha:...:ed till in the gradually decreasing temperature ot the air, if arrives ip 
the upper refi ions at a degree of cold hy which it is condensed, and, becoming 
>isihle, assumes tiie form of clouds- Jn the act of condensation, however, an 
imunn^^p qiiantitv of heat is set free which was previously combined with the 
■BUarn in a la’tuVt forio ; and this, afiing upon the aurrounding air, expand? it, 
Hiid gives an utlifltional, hut.umqui'l impulse, to the current in ’whirh the }dn nn- 
jneiia occur. 'I be clouds, again, are theii:seive.s subject to evaporation, and i)ie 
viipuur is carried to stiil higher re‘.i ions, where another t»ricipi(alion takes place , 
tW at lengtli large masses of the atiiiospheic have ihe naiural progression ol 
their temperAtiire changed, aud their currents altered, or pet haps reversed. T'lie 
increased temperatire of file air is accompanied by a givat increase in the force 
nnd quantity ot the steam; tlie final precipitation of wliich iuk«..s pluce In the 
torm of rain, and the atmosphere retnnm loii.s mean state tbiough the influence 
mf wjiids, b’bic.h restore the original balance Tln^ order of liic phenoinena 
conesponds wdth the facts, tiiat the barometer is most steady when the vvcaihec 
is clear, and fluctuates most with clouds and tain; atul ole^' explains the reason 
vrhy, in Ilie greater disturbances of the aerial ocean, h eal defich tides of Ibf* 
fluid are restored by winds whose force is nearly proporti on d u> tlie 
\aounm which lliey supply. 

The connexion herween Ihe motions of the permanent otrnospin rc and the 
variable atmosphere of steam vviiich mingles with it, und is perpetually actiiijj 
upon it, leads us naturally to make a few ohf«ervations. 

ON TllF. liyftROMKrUU- 

When consulted as ft weather with u view of predicting ihe preafei' 

•r Ic.jl.s probability of rain or other aiino.spheric changes, two things are to b« 
prinr ipally Httendeil to - the (ilicrence between the dew-point and ti e temi.'er t- 
tiireof the air, and w'hich is denoted in the register by the term df'ijrvtt of 
dryness, and the variations of the defr-point. In general, tiic chance of rain 
or otlier precipitation of uioi.stiirc from the air nniv be regaitied us in inver->e 
proportion to the degree of d' Vness: but in mukimi ljus eslinnite, egurd inu^t 
he, had to the tii» a dV Jay at which the observarion i.? made. In settbd weufticr 
thttdrjncsHof the air increases with the diurnal heat, and di-.niaisii'S with its 
ijecline for the dew-point remains neaily stationary: cons nuently, n leijs 
diftVrence at morning" or' e'ening is equivalent lo a greater ni the middle of 
the day. 

liiit to render the observation most corapletely. prospective regard must be 
had to (he moveineiit <W the dew-drop, and i (9 accorduuce with the tuean of the 
luonth, or raihc* with the mi;an of the prevailing win !, as registered in tip' 
monthly tables. As the elasticity of the vapour rises above or tails below the 
meun. so tl' es tlie probability of the formation and contiimiiion of rain uierease 
or diminish. An iin reasirig dlflerence, l|p*rQfore, between the tcniperulnic of 
the air and the ti rnperaiuiv of*the point of condeiisatioii, aeC'unpanied by a fall 
ofvtiie hitter, is a sure prognaatic oi fine weather, while dimiiiisbcd heat and a 
rising dew-point iiiftiliihl* portend a rainy scsKOn. 

A sudden change in i In* dew point is general, f\i coin piiin'i:'! by a changB of 
wind: bql the former somelirnes precedes the latter hy u short interval, and ibe 
cuurr^e of th« aeri;ii currents may be anticipated befoVe it afliivU the direction 
gf ihs waathcfcock, or even the pas^ugc of 
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Expertpnce hfls omply proven! that til© luffPOiDietpr thns applied is mor® 
lo iKMlepeiulpfl upon than ai^y instrument limt hus \et been contrived. Even 
wiien its iiidieaiionH are contra y to tho^e of t^e barometer, reliaitce may be 
placed upon them ; but siuiultaiieoas ohseriatioris of the (wo most usefully 
correct each other. The rise and tall of the mercurial column are, as we 
have just shown, primarily <lependent upon the state of tl^e upper regions 
ot the utinospliere with rcgarrl to heat and moisture. Local ;#ir«ratioiis of 
irs density thus partially hioiiulit abonf are moclwnirally udjustcd, and *ha 
haronipter gives us notice o£ what is goin,? on in inaccessible regions. A riaa 
in the dclv-poiid, Mrcoinpanied by a fall of the bariuneter is an inlallible indica^ 
tiori that the whole mass of the air is becoming erabyed witli moisture, and 
ct»pious pn'cipitalions may he looketl for If the full of the barometer taka 
plnre a* t 8**me time that the ol precipitation is di«p#es?ev#, we may 

cojK’lmh^ that ! he expansion wliieh occasions the former has arisen at some distant 
point, and that wind, not rsin will he the coiiseqin^ce. But when the air attaini 
the point of pi ccipiiai ion with a higii haromcier, may infer that it is a trail* 
•itory and superficial eit'eci produced by local depression of temperature.* 

ON TUB I'HKKMOMETliR. 

Th® mean temperature of the month recorded in theteeis^ter is calculated 
from tlie. tlaily higtiest and lowest of two register tliermom^^ters, placed in a eifu- 
Btion ficret'oefl fr -iii the sun and the aspect o%the sky. 'I'he tliernioineli 

for this purpose are those upon Ruthe-ford’s construci i^pn ; one of wliich, formed 
ol inei’cnry pushes a small pin of iron wire Indore it, which it leaves at the 
highest point; and the other, of spirit, draws after it a«niall indeJ^of gUus, 
which rem^itis hi. tlie lowest. In addition to the mean temperature, and thi': 
highest and lowest points, or range, of the thermometer in the shade, the imfica- 
tions are given of a r gisier thermometer, covered with black wool, ami placed 
in the sun, and of another placed at night upon a plat of sliort grass, and exposed 
to the full aspect of the heavens. 

It ie well known to the agrict.lturist and gardener, that, without the dirrrt 
inttnence of th- snn, whatever may be the leroperuiure of the air, the fruits of 
the earth s ddorii come to peifcctioii. It is therefore of importance tt) know' thi9 
UncA" of this intporiant agent, and the. rnodilicattons to which it is exposed. 
black thermometer registers this efhet, and the Almanac sliews both the m an 
and extreme diti'erence between such a thermometer and another placed in thtt 
shade. 

Of not less consequence is it to know tjie cold produced at night from the 
laditition of heat fiom file surface of »he earth, in situations where iis passage 
is uninierriipted to the cle^T shy. This, in calm, unclouded weuttier, alway* 
reduces the temperature ot fil.imenfous substances, such as grass, considerably 
below 'Imt of liie air. It is ib»s depre'-sion of temperuture whicii is I be cause ot 
dew. 'riic surface of vegetables becomes cooled,**by this radiation of beat into 
space, below the diw-poiiit, and the vapour of^ie atiq^spbere is deposited upon 
them. l)»'w is never formed upon gras© on cloudy nights, or in sheltered 
situations. 

Fioiii tlie particulars of the diary, where btith the ‘ average •and extrema 
effects of I Ills action are recordeil, it will be found that v^g^taiion is liable to ha 
nffrcted at night, from the inihience of radiation, by a teiii|)e»ature below tha 
ireezing point of wnter, ten inoiitbi^iii the. year: and that even in (lie two inontliH 
duly and August, the only exceptions, the radiant thermometer someliiues 
fal o to 

The formation of dew is one of the oirciirostancea which modify and cliecic 
the relrigt-rnting effect of ludiatiun ; for as the vapour ts comlsjnsed, it gives out 
the latent heat with whicli it was combined in its elasti form, and thus prevent# 
an exc*"S 9 of depression which might, in many cases, prove injurious to vegeta- 
tion, A C'lnipensutiiig anangeineiit Is thus established, whicli, while it produces 
all the advBiiiHges of this gentle effusion of raofsiure^ auardt against the injuri- 
ous concentration of the cause by which it is effected. 

The excess of either solar or terrestrial radiation is injurious to many tender 
plants and Howers, and for tills reason the careful gart^ener guards against them 
by mats and screc'is. This practice was established long belore the th|^ory was 
known, t)UT t ht^ heory Ti^ghl in>w suggest iiiHiiy improvements in the practice.

ANIMAL, MINERAL, AND VEGETABLE POISONS. 

II 

Class i.-»-rotiHosivB Poisons, 

These dPBtroy the ti xtnre of the oruan or part to whioh they are applied ; 
and when this organ perforins fiirictions neeessHry for the preservat.on of the 
tntire animej nta'lilne, or is a viiiil oriran, ileatii generally entui^s. When a 
^ person who is in yood health ii^ suddenly ^Sr-.iv.ed witli violent pain, and the sensu- 
fioii of heat in the storiiHeh and bowels, witii a drawinj^ together or coi strirtion 
of the mouth and tliroat ; vomifinffs, partieulm ly ol'^hlood, hircongh, fcelor of 
the breath, convulsions and either iiitensi^ heat or a cold clammy moisture of the 
skin: if no other cause of lliese syiiiptorns can be assiiiin^d, it in ly be snspeeted 
that a poisov nf this class has been swodlowed. ‘n socli a case, tlie nature of 
the poison being irnknown. the most hencfieial step to bt* tak(>n. until professional 
aid cull he procured, is either to«inptythe stomach, by means of the stomach- 
pump, it it can be procured or to solicit the evacuation of the poison from the 
Stomach by tepid water or milk, ocntaiiiini; in solution white of et:;/, and 

magnesia. Whichsoever of tiicse ini.vtnres is employed, it should tie dniiik in 
farge qnatititics : hut, when tfie poison is known, the means tube pursued vary 
according to its nature, as detailed in the IVdiowiiig notices. 

a. corroshe poi.wns. 

The bLi.sTKRi.NG hny, is^tliP only animal poison of this clfl.'?s. 

When iris known that it bus hecn sv% illoweil, wliich may happen hy mistake, as 
a mediciue, or by desigi., n'Ck, ^olutiims <4 gnm nr of s»arclj, and similar dcinut- 
cent fluids* should be drunk fiecly ; the tepid hath used, and glysfers of starch 
wiiK camphor udininistt'red. Oil would iiatnraliy he 8u;.'geste«l to the mind as a 
proper substance for slieathiug the stomach iu thi.s c»sej hut nolhimr can he 
more improper, because oil dissolves the active piinciple cf the Hlislering Fly, 
and consequently extends its influence. 

h. There is no vegetable substance belonging to the class of corrosive 
poisons. 

c. AJinernl corrosive poisons. These are very luimerous : hut, for onr 
purposi , it i.- iiecessai y lo nu n ion those only which ;irc more likely lo be taken, 
ijtiicr accideulaliy or by deeigu. For the facility tf refeicnee these are iilphabe- 
licini t urrantted . 

I. AuMOMA.or Volatile A IkntL Many instance^ have ocenrred in which 
linimciitM, inieudeti for exicrnul afudnition r ontaining large qiur, i ilies ot vohitile 
alkali, have been swallowed fiy mistake, Vineuar, Iciuoii-juicc, or solution of 
citric acid should he iminediulcly gk;en, and ufteiw.'tids luiik; mucilages, ami 
other dtmulcent fluids. 

2. An.snNic’. Solicit the evacuation of the stonvich, by administering 
large dreagljls of tepid wutcr^ mixed with milk and sugar, or chalk and wnlti, 
•r iime water. 

.3 (^OKUOSIYK SURLTM aVh. Give large quantities of white of 
diluted in wuier. The white of egu decomposes this suit, and reduces it to the 
State of calomel, which acting on the bowtds, aided by the liquid, is earned off 
by purging. 

4 , I.iMif. Cases^of poisoning by the substance mu*t be treated in the saioe 
manner a* tliose by umifTonia. 

5. Mukiatic -Acid; Sjnrlt of Salt. That this acid lias heeti eiuploycil 
as a poisim iniiy he readily d^etected ny holdiriK^an uncorked bottle of hai tahorn 
over liie mouth of the i liial or cup in which tiie poison was C(>ntbiiied, whether it 
was in a pure state, or mixed wiOr other substHiices. 11 the phidi or eup con- 
tained muriatic uciil, copious, dense, white fume^, will be immediately perceptible. 
Adiniiiisfer directly* calcined Magnesia, mixed in anv bland flniil 

6 Muriate of Antimony; Butter cf Antimony, Thi» substance is 
employed by laniers as a horse medicine, and has tiierdore. NOiiietirncs been used 
by suicides. AUmiidstiT tlie turue draugids of a strong decoction of the yellow 
Peruvian bark, and, 'untii^iiiis cah be procured, dilueiits in quantities sutYicieut 
to excite vomiting and to wasii out the stomach should he given. 

7. Nitrate (P Silver; Lunar Caustic, This has licen swallowed by 
mistake by children. Forc^. into the stomach a strong solution of common salt, 
which forms an insoluble and coiisequeiitly, innocuous sul stancc. by uniting with 
the uitrafe iu the stomach. Aftex ibis, empty tlio aiouxjtch by an toictic or by 
fji« ttaiBacb-puiup. 
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S. SnBNiTiiATB OF RiHiMUTfi; Fl^ke ^hite. This Rubfttanoe in employ- 
ed «® n l»y aii<l thc»ref4>re iiuiy be taken Into the stornicli by 

iineuike. Exhiiui lurue dranghis of milk whicti is iiiMtHuiaiieoiisly curdled by 
tiie subnit rate, Hint involves , the poison; thus aitbrdin^ time until professional 
ttid can be obt -.ihiud 

D. Nitric Acid ; Aifuaforfis» Give a strong soiutlpii of Soap, or a 
tnixtii^ of calcified Mafrutsia in wat'-r. * • 

10. Oxalic acid. iMuny personslia^o Jbecn •poisoned by faking ftiis acid 

in mistake tor J'^psoyi sal s : Ji>ur titis could never happen if inedicnie were tasted 
before the dr.inghr of it he swallowed ; the tiste of Epsom sails I eing better, 
and that of oxalir acid sour As soon as possible after ^le pi ison lias been taken. 
admii)i!4iei u inixinre of olmlk and water, which forms an iiiboluhlt' and innoeent 
Coinpoiind with this acid ; unit afterwards evaciiHle.tlie oxhI ib •thiis*fo iiied . hy 
an eiDeii(', aided wiiii r.opious diluston. and by iiritating tde inside of llie throat 
tfiili tl»e fiti jer or wiih a fesiilier. • 

11. SoiiCTioN or Potass. Tliis goluticin is colourless, and might b< 
iwnlli'Wed in mistake for water, hy a child or* an igiiorunt person. Vinegar or 
lemoTi-jnice slniald he immediat> ly adininisiered. 

\'l btJ LiMiii me ACID; Oil of Vitriol. This, one of the strongest of tbo 
coi ' 0 -«ive poisons, lias not unf r(>(|iieiii ly been taken by the huieide. Give iinme- 
diaiely calnined magnesia in milk or water ; or a solnlioii ^f soup ; or any of 
the fixed Alludi s ^ • 

i:t. T.\HTAm(' Acid. Administer clirdk and water. * 

14. H'a OTA It h.M MTiC. As this medicine, when ^n powder, resembles mag- 
iiesiu, it has he^ n taken hy rnisiuke, in dangerous tloses, instead of thiy remedy. 
Dilute largely wiili decoction of yellow Peruvian Hark. w4iich decomposes and 
renders the tartar emetic inert ; or, if this (‘onnol be had. evacuate the poison 
quickly b> eiicouraginu the vouitting it induces with warm water, and afierwurds 
fiiliiy Ihi* M'liiiiinji with a ttrain or two of solid Opium. 

15. VcHDiORiH, It oiiuht to be generuii> known llmt pickles, vegetablo 
and fermeiitn hie suhstiinoes, co cked in copper puns, if tillosvi d to stand in the nati 
after it is laketi from the Hrc, produce a ring of verdigtis, by tlie action oi the 
acid, aided b the air, on tin* copper with which it is m immed ate contact ; hut 
it copper ve ssels he kept cTean, atid the food cooked in tlicm he not allowed to 
remain in them utter they are taken from the lire, no darig-rc'in result troiri*i li^ir 
use. When poisoning hy thiH iiicruis occur.'*, administer large doses of syrup, or 
id su;:ur uti l wtiier, uniil the vomiting is produced i>y the bulk of the liquid ; and 
ullerwurds give sn/.iror syrup in more inoderHtc doses. 

1*1 WuiTB Vitriol Administer rjilk freely: it not only upsists ia 
vheuthlng the sio nach auuinst the corrosive quality of the poison, bui partly iia« 
gompuseg it and renders it nearly inert. 


Class ii.— -Acrid Potsons. 

These are substances which have a more or less caustic taste, and which, oil 
being apfilieil to (he skin, excite inHafumutioii, tenniiiHting .soinei lines in vesica- 
tion, and at otiier times in siifipiiiHtion and I be deslrnction of tiie cuticle. Wlien 
taken into tlie stonmeb, Aiey operate nearly in the some irv.>^>jner us lUe corrosivo 
poisons. Tile giibstiincesH arranged in this class belong ebu^fly to ihe vegetu' la 
kingdom; and liiis \* an important fact ; (or, knowing that none of tlie corrosive 
poisons are vegetuhles, when the sywiptoins of poisoning similar to those caused 
by tb.; corro.sive poismis occur, and it i< foiiud that ilit-se have been excited l.y a 
vtgclabie substance, it iiiuy lie immediately roncluiled that it belongs In this class 
of poisons. If the fioisoii he iinknow'ii, first empty ;he stomach by copious 
ctraugiits of mucilagtnouj dilueiit.4, or hy the stt to ich-puiup ; arter which, viii gar 
or lemon juice, or any oilier weak acid, must be freely udiuinislered until proles* 
floiikL aid ca . be procured. 

a. There are no Animal Acrid Voisons, • ^ • 

b. Vegetable Acrid Poisons. 'I'hc'^e are very numerous^ but we will notice 

those only vvliirh are innro or less likely to be taken into the sturunch cither by 
design or hy mistake. * 

1. B u VON Y- ROOT. Tliis is a large, fiesliy, yellowish -white, splinfile-sbap- 
isd root, wiiii a sweci isli* but at the same time acrid and hitter tas^. Wlien it it 
kiioyru that Bryony tout has beeu twalltiwed as a poison, exjita vomUiuu by irif* 
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tating tlie throat with tho flnper or .i feather, and by adniii isleriiiK larpfe drauphts 
oT tepid wate’’ ; alter whicli pive milk, with from a •.■^ain to two j^rains of opium, 
oiice io twr) liouts, until the vioiMit rolio pains are aliuted. 

*5. t'OLOQt) I NTIDA ; Hitter Apple. Much dauirer haff been often incurred 
by overdoses of tins siji)Stance beings ordered by empirics and |»reteiiders to speei- 
ffcs ; but it, has seMoni caused death. First, evacuate the stoind(‘(i in the umniier 
already^ de«crihcd. and then administer milk and oi'. • 

y. **(iAMBOGU This vf-getahle prodnotion, beintr used as a pijrmpul in 
water-coluiir diawiiiLts, has oUcn been swallowed in d iiiji^crous doses hy ctiihlreii, 
and has proiluced fal al eftecis finni the violence of tne vomitiriiit' and purj'injf 
which it cnusf s. Adminir.ter milk arid other demulcent diluents, with a grain of 
opium at slorr intervjih. 

4- Wii ITK *n BLLiJBnuB HooT. This root excites violent vomiti'icr and 
purtrinus, wiMi hloony e.' aeuations, which soon prove fatal if proper measures to 
c JiiUeruci its ii fliieiK-e be not imiTiediuti ly taken. 

Kvaeuate the afoniucYi with ‘'copious draiigltt.s of demulcent fliids, and slieaihs 
tbfi bowels W! ..'cl5>>'t*r8 of starch and other emolients; tlicn iidrni'dsle* f edy 
acidulous drinks, cottVe, and cimphor in doses of Irom six lo ten jiruios. Prolis- 
sionul aid cannot he too early prrciired when this poison Ims ber-n tskvri. 

5. Hlack and Fkiid Hkllkbohe. The symptoms resemble thn«© 
caused b\ Hi \ f)ny Toot, and reqnin* to h^c treated in same inatmer. 

6. Sow Btt//AD; Cijf'hnnm The ot ol th'S plant, which is a Batteiird, 
circular tuber, produces effects sin.'.lar to those of white fJelbdiore when it is 
swallowed ; and, cnnseqnenxly . cases of poisoning by it require to be treiiled in lbs 
same muwier ns tliose,i)\ white He llebore. 

* 7. fclpuR' E The 8eed-ve88« Is o( this fiuiitly of pltints are wiiat is termed 
tricoccous, that i.s, Composed of three capsules or distinct cells ur jied back to 
buck on u common fnotstwlk. Those of tlio specie's inditfimoiis in (Weal Britain 
tnoir a distant rHsemblance to capers, and have bcmi occnsioMally O'.ifcn by tbo 
Igtiorant and oliildren, in quantities which liuve proved fatal. Tlie symproms aro 
great luat in ihe stomach, vomiHiig, violent puruirnr with bloody stools, NVl.cn 
poisoning from tlle^e sceil- vessels, or from the Euphorbia of tlie shojis, occurs, 
first evacuate the stomach hy lutire dranght.s of tejpd water ;'aofl then give 
ropjiajcdly olive oil and milk, sheathing the lower bowels with starch clyslers. 

In the same rnamier are to be treated cas(‘S of f>'>iwr)nin»» by Arnni or ('uckoff 
pint, the hcuntiful red berries of which, as thi-y ap{>ear in autumn, sometimes

; It' d Aconite m W olf.slnne : hut in ail the^^e ca’»cs, we must auain 
repeat it, the best prolVr^sional assl-tanoe be procured as soon us posiblc. 

c, Acrid /^oi.vo/M —These are few when eom|n\red with tJiose be- 

ionging to the class ol corr»>si\e poisiius VN'e hIihU nolica only one. 

I. MiTtir, ; S/iUpctrc. This excellent iiiediciue has occa^ion>lly been 
Itikan hy mistake, instead of (jlauher salts, in doses of an ounee or more. It pro- 
duces voiTiifiiig, puruiiig with blood v stools, ex<*r uciaiing gripiriu.s, cold .sweutM ; 
«iid if it do not tenuiuute in death, the future life of (lie patient is likely to he 
rendered wretched, ary, I Jie (lies para iy lie The inslan of poisoning hy N:tro 
demonstrate the> propri(^ty, or rather uecessity of tasting medicines liefore swal- 
lowing them, them, as it would be very unlikely, unner hu- h precaution.s, to 
mistake Mitre lor Olaii^er r^alts ; the taste of Uie former being cool, biUerish ami 
penet : atiug - that ofilie latter slronuly saline and nauseous. 

When Nitre has hecMi lukeii in such large doses, dilute freely with milk and 
bland cliliients. , , 

Tlie S'lbstHiices comprehended in this class of poisons, when taken into iha 
Btomuch, or Applied to the Imdy in such a inauiter ms to i e raiiidly absor bi'd, 
cause drowairi fis. wiupcir, pmai\sis, or apoplexy^ eon viiisions, and dmirli w'hei#ilia 
liube is sulliciLiitly Juigc.

a, Veijetfihle Sedative and Narcotic Poisons*

2. Hkmlock: ; ("onium maculotum. When tliis poison lias been swallow- 
ed. eiiUer ill llif recent s’uie or in the form of extract or of tincture, so as to pro- 
dnce blub delirium or irerizy, or stupor, dilatation of t*ifc pupi^, and convulsions, 
fvliicli heqnenilA' terminate in death, thr^storoach slioiiM be first*e^racnuted hj 
tin* stomncb pump, if ir he at band, or by a scryple while vitriol, and aAduluutf 
fluids afterwards frfiel.v adn^nistered. 

3. *lijiNitANh. I^oisoning b\ tin's plant, either in its recent state or prepar* 
ed for a rnedirinni use, must be counteracted in the sinme manner as a case of 
poisoning by Hemlock.

Ah this medicine, in all its forms of preparation, is The poUoii 
most conimonl.v luid recourse lo by ih«j|SulTHde, their is reason Ij^'r snsfieciing that 
it linH h. -»ri ,Awa.M"vved when ifie fnUov/ing syipptoins occur ; drfavsiruss. bijlowad 
by doiiriom, psiliidiit^s of coiintenance, siihinif. di ep »nd snoiting breaihii g, cold 
BweafH, iiii'l apoplexy. The first object in the treatment of such a cas* is fo dia- 
lodge th poison Htil! rein.iininj ill th ‘ stomach, eitlier by ni^ans of the siomrfl-,h- 
p»iu|,, ifilnit valuable insi ruiiie*- 1 can be pro. nrrd, or by tlie adininisiratlon of 
an einetie eensisting of a .'-crnple of white vitriol, or from live to eight, g/jins of 
hl:i*A \itriol; and by iiTiiating the uiiper part of the gullet ami Hie throat by H.« 
finger miroduccd into the month, or with a fcatlu r.

As tbe Chinese have no gold or silver coins, but make payments in 
those metals hy wei(> lit, this table applies equally to money and to 
weights of all kindi', excepting that, in money reckonings nothing 
liigher than the Ifang or tael is employed. The only coined money the 
Chinese have is the le or cash. It is made of a very base alloy of cop- 
per, isroand, about the size of an English farthing, and has a square 
bole in the middle, by which a hundred or more are usually strung to- 
gether; on one side are Chinese characters,* denoting llie reign under 
which tliccash was cast; and on the other side, in those of the present 
dynasty, are either Chinese or Manlchoii chorncters, designating llic 
place of coinage. Under preceding dynasties, two, five, -and ten cash 
pieces have been in use, as well as other coins of various descriptions ; 
but tlie single cash is the only coin now current throughout the Em- 
pire. It if cast also in Japan, Corea, and Cochin-('hiua ; and is clan- 
destinely imported from the last named place, to a large amount.

CIVIL SERVANTS. 

1. Civil Servants proceeding to the Cape of Good Hope, Mauritius or the 
Island of St. Helena, or to any place within he limits of the East India 
Company’s charter, with leave gran^^'d by*^be Governments, to which they are 
respectively attached, under medical ceVtiHcates, countersigned by a Member of 
the Medical Board at the presidency, shall, from the date of the pilot leaving 
the vessel in which they einbark to date of their return, provided the period of 
absence do not exceeck two yrars, draw the allowances of their respective 
offices, subject to the following deductions. 

If the salary exceeds 3,000 rupees per mensem, one-sixth for one year, and 
for the second year one* fourth. 

If the salary do not exceed 2,400 rupees per mensem, one-cigbth for first 
year, and one-sixtb for the second year, 

I^ the salary of officer be not more than 600 rupees per mensem, no deduc- 
tion shall be made for the first year* and if it be only so much more, that the 
prescribed deduction at the rate one-eighth would reduce the allowance drawn 
to less than 500 rupees per mensern, only so much shall be deducted as will 
reduce the salary drawn to 600 rufiees perinensem.* After the Brstyear, of 
deduel ion of one-eighth shall be made from ibe salary of the ofheers referred 
to io this rule. 

2. After the close of the second year, when the salary of office ceases, civil 
servants who may obtain an extension of leave, will draw the Mubsistence 
allowance of their rank only, but no such servant, absent on leave, on account 
of sickness, shall draw a less allowance as a civil servant out of employ, than 
that of a junior merchant, viz. Sa. Rs. 224 per mensem. 

3. The maximum period of which any civil servant shell bo allowed to 
draw the salary of office, w uny part thereof, it two years from the dale of em- 
barkation, and the offices of servants who may not return within that period, 
will be vacant and liable to be filled by fresh appointment. Civil servants who 
may so overstay the period of two years, provided they obtain an extension of 
leave, and account to the satisfaction of tht Government to which they are a- 
tached, for the delay of their return, shall, as above provided, receive the 
subsistence allowance of a eervunl of their rank, subject to the exception 
above specified in favor of junior servants; but if they continue absent in 
disobedience of an order to return, or without sufficient cause shown, that 
allowauce also will be forfeited. 

4. Civil Servants absent on leave, on account of sickness duly certified, if 
they proceed to England without returning to their* presidency, may, as 
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heretofore, apply to be admitted to fnrlootfh by the HoDomble the Court of 
Directors vind the furlou^tt will, in eoch cases, take cfTect from the date to 
leavintf their presidency , coMsequeotty the allowances of office that may have 
heeri drawn by themedves or ti^dr ajrents, after their departure, must, in that 
case, be re-adjusted, and the difference re-funded. 

5. Civil Servants desirinof to avail Ahemselvea of the benefit of the act 
above rt^ferred to, an i to d^aw ihdr allowances while absent on accotmt of 
sickness under the above rules, will be required to ifive security in such amount 
as may be required by the Oovernment for the refund of anyjexcess that mny 
he drnwii, either by a^ftents at the presidency or by themselves, is case of their 
proceeding to Europe on Furlough, or otherwise coming under fetreiTchmeut. 

6. No second leave will be granted to any <^ivil Servant who has been 
absent beyond sea for two years, until three years after the date of return 
from sea ; but if a Civil Servant is compelled by sickness to proceed to sea 
again williin this p riod, after having Ijyeen absent less than two years, In* will 
bo allowed to nomtilete that perind , drawing the proportion of salary allowed 
for the remaining time, as if the leave had been continuous.

7. i^llitary officers employed In the civil department and drawing a *clvil 
allowatieo, are entitled, in common with officers holding stuff situations in the 
military department, to draw the military pay and allowances of their rank 
while absent at sea, on leave uoder inedtcai certificate, and likewise one-half 
of the difference between such allowances and the civil or staff pay of the 
offices to whicli they stand appointed. 

8. The above allowances are to he drawn for a total period not exceeding 
two years from the date when the vessel in which such officers embark may 
leave the presidency or other port of departure ; and the civil situation hdd 
by any officer who shall not return within that period, shall be considered 
vacant. 

It. The rules for furnishing medical certiflcales and for regulating the

10. The Civil Auditor will pass the bills of officers on leave beyond sea, 
under medical certiftcalp, for the portion of their civil salary whirh they are 
permiued to draw hy those rales, in like manner, as is provided for Civil 
yervunfft proceeding to sea on medical cerliflca^e. But it is hereby provided, 
that Civil allowances shell not be drawn by a military otficer under this rule, 
after the date ot dt parture beyond sea, unless security shall have been pre- 
viously given in such arnouiu aa may be fixed by Government.

An Act for dif raying the Cost of a Light- House on Pedra Branca. 
Wherpa.s it lias been deeinad expedient, for the safety and guidance of 
Ships riavigaling fho China Sea-, to build a Liu ht House on the Island Kotk 
called Pedra Eranca, situated at the Eastern entrance of the Straitn of 
Sinuaporo; and wheretis certain sums of rnorioy were subscribed by private 
individuals for (hat purpose, but th»’ same were insuHicient to defray (he 
expms'Mrf building siicli Light-House; and whereas the East India Company 
agreed to build such Light House, and to advance certain sums of money to 
complete (ho same, on condition that the said siiuis of money were repaid to 
theni by the levy of atoll on ships and otlier squaierigged’ Vessel;? entering 
the harbour of Singapore; and whereas the s«id Light-House has been 
built by the East Jiidia Conipony, and it is desirable tliat the expi nse of 
building the same, and of muiutaiiiing a Light thereon, should be defrayed 
out of the monies arisiiiL' from such toll : and whereas it may hereafter be 
decinod expedieni; to cstahlisii o(hor Lights, or beacons in the Straits of 
ISialacca or elsewhere nesv thereto, it is enacted as follows:

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J, The several Suddef Courts of the Presidency of Fort William in Ben- 
gal, and the Sudd er Courts of the Madras and Bombay Presidencies respec- 
tively shill I iitake, and from time to time amend, a table of reasonable fees, 
to be tMken on account of tiic execution by the Sheriff in such Presidency ol 
any legal process issued by any <'ourt, Judue or Mu^imrale, beyond the juris- 
diction of the 8( ve al Su|>ren>e Courts established by Royal Charier in Calcutta 
Madras and Hoinhav, and^ of the sums to be allowed for costs of edvertise- 
ineiits, or other notificati ns of sales of property, according to the amount of 
thb' decrees to ho satisfied by such sales, which fees and sums sh>»ll be payable 
by tiie party applying for the process before it is sent to the dheriii' tor exe- 
cution, and .'^hull be deemed costs io the cause.

extortion, embezzlement, or other malversation committed at any time during 
tenure of office, by any ministerial or police officer, subject to the jurisdictioa 
of the courts of the East India Company, and subordinate to such eovernment, 
or employed in such department or office, as the case may be, it shall bo 
lawful for such government, or any such head officer as aforesaid, to prosecute 
Buch officer on the part of government in a criminal court, or to n'>minato 
some person to conduct such prosecution, and it shall also be lawful for si^h 
government, or head officer as aforesaid, in their or his dftcretion, to utu^r- 
take on the part of government the prosecution in a criminal court of any 
iuch charge, as aforesaid, which may be brought by an aggrieved private 
party against any such ministerial or police oiVicer, and such prosecutions aa 
afosesaid shall not be barred, or affected, by reason of the party prosecuted 
having ceased to be in the service of government at the time at which the 
charge may be brought ag'Sinst him. • 

II. Provided always that no collector, maeistrate, nor head of on office 
In tho salt, abkarree, or customs department, under the. grade of commissioner, 
•hall commence or undertake a prosecution under this act, untill he shall have 
obtained the permission of the court, board, or officer to whom he is immedi- 
ately subordluate, to institute the same* 

III. No collector, magistrate, judge, or other officer, who may proieeiita 
any officer under this act, or cause such prosecution to be instituted, or who 
may conduct any preliminary investigation into the conduct of such officer, 
connected with such prosecution, nor any of his dcputioti, assistants, or sub- 
ordinate officers, shall act as judge in any such prosecution. 

IV. Nothing herein contained shall be construed so as to repeal or 
otherwise affect regulations JX. 1822 and Vll. 1828, of the Madras (!o(ie, 
and ant XXXVI. 1837, and the said regulations and acts shall remain ia full 
force with respect to the malversations and oflbuces in the reveuue departiuait(|| 
Co which they are applicable. 


Act No. XXXIII. datbd 27, Adoubt 10o2. 

An Act to facilitatfi tho ev/orcemevt of judgments in pfacef beyond th4 
Jurisdiction of the Courts prono^incing the satne. 

I. Every party, who shall have obtained a judgment in any court of 
Her Majesty, or of the East India Company, in any part of the lerritoriea 
under the government of the Bast India Company, or in any court establish- 
ed by the authority of the goveninr^general of India ip council in the territory 
of any foreign prince or state, and who shsll be enable to enforce or obtaiu 
•atisfactloii of the same by execution within the jurisdiction of such court, 
nay enforce or obtain execution of the same ui any part of the said 
territories under the goveruineiit of the Bust ludia Company in luaunac 
following ; 

IT. The party may apply to the court, which shall have pronounced 
•uch judgment, for a copy thereof, and also for a certificate that satisfactioQ 
of such judgment has not been obtained by execution within the juHsdicUoi; 
ut the said court, also for a copy of any order tor oxccutlou of such judameut 
that may have been passed, and, if necessary, for a translation of tho said 
Judgment and order for exocutioo into the English language. The court, 
unltii thci'i be huy sufficient reason to the coutrary , shall cause such copy 
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and cf^riiflcatvo, and transtlaUon if neee^gary^ to he fiii-nished, and the same 
shall be ei(^^tif dbv the judge, op one of the judges of the cjurt, and sealed 
with the seal of the court. 

in. If stich eourt shall be the principal civil cO'.pt of oritrlnnl jurisdic- 
ion in the district, tlie jiifga shall doscrihe himself accordingly in the 
tert ideate, and shall also name the court and tho district. 

IV. If the court shall not bo tho pricipal civil court of original jurisdic- 
tion in the district, tho copy of the judgment and ot the orilor for execution, 
if any, the cer iti/ate of tho judio, aod the translation, if any, shall, without 
delay, bo tran.-iniitted lo the principal civil court of original jurisiJictitin in tho 
district, and the ju(Jge, or otio of the judges of such court shall issuo a cert ill- 
cate under liis hand and the seal of the court, verityini; the signal uro of tho 
judge of the court in which the judgment sliall haie been given lo tliC docu- 
ments ttbove-mention^d ; and in such c<-rlificate tho judge signinu the same, 
cball do>cribo himsielf as tlie judge, or on?* of the judges of tho principal civil 
court of the district, and shall also name the court and the district. 

V. All copies, translations, .and cerlHicates, w?jich may bo fu*nishcd I>y, 
or transmitted to, the principal civil court of original jurisdiction in the district 
in which suc)i judgment shall have been givin, si»a)l be transmitle'l l>y smcIi 
court without delay to tlic principal civil court of original jurisdiction in tho 
diatrict in which the party may wish to have tho judgment enforced or cxpcut- 
ed.andif such laiit-mtntioned court be the supreme court of judicature of 
either of the presidencies, to the prothonotary of tho ctmrt; and such court 
shall Cviuse the said documents to be tiled ther«'iri, without any proof oi thu 
judgment or order for execution, or of the copies thereof, or of the aiioin, 
if any, or of the seal or jurisdiction of any court, or <)f Uie siaioituie of any 
V»dfrA, unless the court, lo which the documents shall be traoMidned, .-hall, 
UMOor uny peculiar circumstanccis to be specified io an crdoi, require tlie 
feaine.

X. An appeal shall Itfe from any order for the enforcement or execution 
of a judgment under this Act, in the same manner, and subject to the same 
rules and ragrulations, as if the judgment had botn originally given by the 
court making such order. 

XI. In this uet the word “ judgment” means a Judgment in a civil suit 
or proceeding, and includes any final decree or ordLT in a civil suit or pro- 
c-eding. 'fhe word “ party*’ s)m|l include any pt r^on who would be entitled 
to maintain a suit up(»n the judgmofit. Tho mase«iline gender tthall includtt 
the femiainei and tho singular number shall include the plural.

That civil servants corning loKngland nnHer (he absentee regulations or on 
special leave, shall iniinediateiy on their arriial, report theniselies witii their 
aihlress, by letter to oiir secretaiy forwarding at (he same time the certificates 
which lliey received in India. 

'I'hat in all cases of leave, civil servants be reqoired lo join (he establisliment 
to wiiicti (hey belong at the expiration of the term, tor nhirh leave toav have heea 
granted iiiil ess they simll have obtained on extension of it from ns, six months 
belore the expiiaiion of (he sai<l leave. 

Thatsexlensioii of leave will not in future be granted hy us except in cases 
of sicknes certified to our satisiaction, Or in cases in width it shall be proied 
tha^a further resitlence in Murope is in<)ispensahly necessary. 

That w-iien iintieranv soi'h cimimstances a ciiii servant shall have obtained 
an (iteiision of leave to a gtveii period he inti^t at the expiration (hereof apply 
lor, and obtain ooi perinisNion eiilier to return to his duty or to reside u (uriher 
time in Europe, tailing in which he. shall be liable (o he struck off the list of riiii 
Servants.

1st. On the death of the party in the course of 3 years from the date of his 
leaving the Presidency. 

2nd. On the retirement from the service by acceptance of an annuity granted 
under the rules ofthc Bengal annuity fund institution. 

3rd, On return to India before the expiration of three years. ^ 

4th. On the expiration of three years from the date when the ship sailed

Second. Civil servants will he entitled to proceed to Europe on furlough 
on sick certificate at any lime of the year, provitled tl»ere shall not he at the 
period of their applying for the certificate, fifty- one individuals in the enjoy- 
ment of the furlough. 

Third, On the 1st November and on every succeeding 1st November, the 
number of furloughs to he tendeied to civil servants of ten year’s standing 
and not claiming the indulgence on the ground of ill health, shall be calculated 
as follows :

It ceases whenever (hose limits 
are passed ; nor is it regained or resumed until return to India in the actual service 
of the E. I.comptltty* 


TRAVELLING ALLOWANCES ♦ 

By an order of government, general department, dated 2nd October 1828, 
travelling allowance was reNtricfe.d to cnsea of joining a first appointment and the 
sRine rule was extentled to chaplains, medical and j)ther otlireis. That rule has 
exf pi lions ho^evt-r in spei ial cases under authority from an oider of government. 

Junior ollirers having ouce drawn the allovvaitce for a near station on the first 
tiip, liave heeii considertd »iititied to a further allovrarice on removal, when not at 
li?^irov\n w ish. hut hy ex fn order of go\ ernment, thence to a remoter station. 
Hut if Vlr A. R dra w fl ti^jvi liing allowance^ tor Midnapore and not liking that 
Htatwiii aft< r reaching it. requests to he sent on to Cnttark, ho will ni)t reeeiie any 
truielllng allow. Mn« c for the ^lisiance ht-tween Mi'hiapr>re and Cuttnrk. 

By a rertolufion dated Nt June the ci\il Andiinr was directed to fit the 

rates ol traveHn'g al'owaiice with relcience to the rates in nye at the post office. 
J hey w'ere sigiiitied at 8 annas per mile with eireptinn to the Uelhi and Oude dis- 
tricts where the charge was 12 annas, anri in the .Inaupore divisi<oi otre rupee. 

These iate.s generally governed the grant of travelling ullowjinre, and were 
Calculated hy a tah'e of di8tance.H printed by the post master geneial which al.so 
ga\e the addifioiiai charges made for certain routes rlirer t from Cn cuifa, the cross 
rlistances also were ascertained hy .special application to the .same aidliority. Since 
the I'uhlioatioii ot captain Taylor’s Tables, however the distances exhiliited Ihereiu, 
h(M e been adoi terl . 

f’he time fur travelling from one <o another station had also been remlated 
hy allowing one day tor every ten miles of such distances, and a wrek (or ^lavs) 
over and above such computed time. A delay beyond which involved lorleiture 
of salary. 

By the more recent rules of v9ih January last, other periods are assigned of 
on**, two and tlnce months for 300, 600, ttc. mile.s on exceeding which the loss of 
8alar\ and hy a mouth mure that of olfice lakt-s place. 

By iheNe rides 8 aiiuas per mile hy rayior'a polymetrical distances is llie 
general allowance made when due under their snecilio provisions. This advan- 
tage lias been extended to ci\il servants out of employ, wlien deputed to act at a 
Oi-innce. and they are allowed a charge at the same rate as that sanrtioiiecl in die 
case of a fhst .'ifinointmeid. The charge however is now to he made aft^^r the 
p I iornrnire oi the joiii iiuy. 

(^»veIlantcll oif’ruo s and others employed in the Interior of their own districts on 
Si'll li^nieot and police duties draw a travelling ail *\vaiice at the rate of Rs. 5 per

KKsoi.iniON. * Resolved, that the IGth November 1830, tiie date when flic 
hoirble cou't’s despatch dated 4th May 183G, was laid before the coumil of India 
f<jr oialcrs be the date wliieb is to legfbate the claim of incumbents to retain the 
allowances held by them on that date. 

2nd. Resolved, that the date of the receipt of the present despatch in its 
application to be olHcers of the Bengal division of llie pjcsidency ho the date 
when tlie letter from the Secretary to the right hon’ble the governor general 
fb warding the despatch from his lordship’s camp W'aslaid before the council, viz. 
20th FebruHry, IH.SO, 

3!d. With reference to the above dates Mr. C. Tucker, extra temporary 
.fudge of the sndder dewanny and nizamut adawlut, under date Idtli Deccnnl'cr

to be e<|Mitably apjiortioned among officers of 
• Court's Order* s para . the same class.* Tlie pie^tmt amount available 

from civil and session judges is 10,000, but hitf 
honor in council regards the immediate .saving made in^the allowances of officer.^ 
of the smlder court, as likewise available for tlio augmentation of civil and 
hossion ju-lges sal;»ries. Thus the amount in liand applicable for augmentaliori 
from the 20ih February last is la, 000. 

7ih. Since that date Mr. Cr.icrofi’s resignation has been received; the 
Geutleman’s salary w.is 4 l,8'>0, being that of a 2d judge of circuit under iho 
old system, emuideriog of this amoinit the excess above 36,000 as personal, 
his honor in council deems 6,000 to be available for augiiientaiiou of the inferior 
grade of salaiies of civil <;('S.sion judge. Thus the total amount at present avniU 
able i* 2-1, .000, but in addition to the nine gentlemen named as tilling the office 
of civil aOd iressioii judge, a tenth, Mr. liavcnshuw, drawg the same allowuncei 
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of ‘2(S,000 a« an ndditiona] civil and Tbug#?ee session judge, and the crimina) du- 
ties 10 be performed in the trial of these olTendeis, are at last of equal responsi- 
bility and grade with those of ordinary sessions; his honor in council is there- 
fore disposed to admit the claim of this gentleman to be placed on the same 
footing in point of salary. 

Sth. Thus there ar^ ten officers entitled to receive in the whole 20,000 
rupees from the 20th February, but from that date till the deparune of Mi. 
(’racroft, the amount available being only 15,000, they will each respectively 
receive only three fourtlis of the augmentation allotted to them until t|je date, 
whett Mr. Cracroft’s salary fell in, and from that date the entire increase. — The 
additional Judges performing only civil duties, will continue to draw, as before 
ordered, only 26,000. 

Otb. !n the statement laid before the president in council the next officers 
warned are sejiarate magistrates. Of these the chief magistrate of Calcutta, and 
magistrate of 24-pergunnalis are special officers, the allowances of which have 
been sanctiotied by the hon’ble court. The remainder, twelve in number, have 
bf^en appointed iiiuler an arrangement not before the court at tlie time (»f issuing 
their orders. The appointments having ^een substituted for those Of joint 
magistrate and deputy collector. 

10th. The despatch of the hon*hle’court contains no orders specitically re- 
ferring to tliese officers, hut his honor in council is of opinion that the principle 
fif the orders will apply, and therefore that the office of magistrate must he es- 
tablished with an equal salary, the duties performed and the powers exercised 
being all of the same description.

30th. 'I heie is an inferior class of officers not entered in the list called joint 
nmgiHtrate and deputy (udlector.s of the 2d grade ou the salary of head assistaof 
under the old system, via. 8,400 per annum. , 

3IhI. 'I'hese officers were until lately divided into two clnfiSes, the higher of 
which received 1.000 per mensem. These have now however been entirely 
flhsuibed. The nbolition of the gradation system will therefore have no apnliratioii 
til the reniHiiiing single grade ol these officers, whicUi us au us«tul aid to trouble* : 
some districts may requite to be uiatataiiied. ^ 
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32d. ft only remains to notir.e titp individnfll cases r-ffiese are the case ot* 
Mr. W. Young, Necretai y to the hoard o(* cnstomti, wait and opium, to wlitiui the 
hon'hle court conflrni his previous allowances of 30^000, but direct the Nalary of 
the secretary to hoard of rnstoms, salt and opium, to be reduced to 28,000 ou a 
vacancy. This reduction will of course take f tfect. 

33n. The cases of Messrs. Harvey and Mills require no orders, as both 
these oHirers are now commissioners. The case of Xhe salt agent of Hidgetieo 
and Tunilook is again referred to by the hon'hte court.

Para. 20. We perceive by the abstract of (he act of the 53rd of his pre- 
sent majesty, chapter 155, anneied to your list of civil servants, dated 31st May 
ika,t SCfordipg to your construction of (hat art, a civil servant may 
Opon hWV6'^^ io £0,510 a year, but this is most assuiedly 

^‘V'^iistake, the art above .mentioned has hhort^ned the period two years 
which was required previously to the pa.ssing of (fi$t act for a servant to have 
irsided in India to enable liiiii to receive more than 1,500,3,001) or 4,000 
pounds a year ; hut it has not shortened the period which it was required pre- 
viously thereto for a servant to have resided as above*menlioDed (o enable hitn to re- 
ceive more than ^500 a year, consequently that remains the same as it was before 
the act of the 53d was passed, n^tfuely, three vears allowing with respect to the 
servant’s education at Hertfort college, the lime not exceeding two years passed 
in (hat institution after they were seventeen, to be considered as time passed iu 
India, aud this will be your guide in future, 

NO ONE OFFICK SALARY TO BE PAID TO TWO OFPICRR8 AT THE SAME TIME. 

The court of directors have laid it down as a positive rule that they * can on 
*no account consent to the salary of an office being issued to two persons fur (he 
‘ same period of time.* 

ORDER FOR PAYMENT OF SALARIES. 

No salaries can be paid liy the sub* treasurer, at the presidency till after the 
publication in the official gaaeite of authority for their being paid on a specified 

date. 

NO salaries to be drawn in anticipation op audit. 

No civil servants or «vil employes (exeq^t under very peculiar rirciimHtnorea 
such for inidance as those in which an envoy and his suite in Central Asta are 
|>lacerf;) can be exmsed.for drawing their salariesor those of others iu their abstract, 
ID anificqiad^n of the. audit. 

KBTHBNCHMENT ON AUDITED BILLE. 

Qn a qneslion of whether (he Goveinment ill the case of its having a claim 
ngaim^lhf drawer of an audited salary hill would recognize (he bona tlde traits* 
fer by oi^orsement to a third party— it. was noticed that ir was (he practice of the 
Goveriiiwnt to order rptrenrhrnents to be made through the civil auditor pionpec- 
tivrjLnpon the hills that might be aubsequeiuly for audit, and that governfueut 
odl|pRcarcely imagine the esse in which it would inteiTeru between the audit and

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SALARIES UNDER 10 YEARS* SERVICE, 

Mr. A. B,, roHefltor and magistrate at Rajeshaye, applied for fall anfary of hit 
appointiiient for the period when in consei|neiioa of his stanrling bein^ less than 
10 years, he received a tower allowance than that of the office. This application 
wa.< not r.omplied with. 

SALAUIUS OF MEMBERS OF COUNCIL NOT LIABLE TO DEDUCTION, 

On an application from Bsxnbay as to the allowances of Mr A. B.i second 
meml'er of council at the Presidency while absent at the Neel^herry Hills, the re- 
ference was answered by an intimation that the rnles for dedariions in cases of 
absence conirl not apply to salaries fixed by Act of Parliament ; but that the for- 
feitiiie of Nalary diirjr»^ absence, unless the officer should rejoin, would apply to 
membeis of Government. 

SALAKIB8 OP SPECIAL RESUMPTION OPFICRHS. 

The rale Tor the promotion of special Deputy 'Collertors, ns laid down hy the 
Supreme Government ia this, — ‘ that no resumption officer shall be raised to a 
* higher tirade of salary, in consequence of the promotion of a junior in anoth^'r 
' line of tlie s**rvice, unless the Deputy Governor of Heii)sal determines that lua 
' merits are such, that he would have been promoted instead of that junior, but 
' for^is eiiiploymeut in the resumption line/ 

PO'JJBRSTO HKCBIVI^SALARY, 

Messrs. .A. B. and Co. applied to Government to receive nnder fnll power 
from Mr. B. P. a civil sot vant. certain arrears of salary due to him. The Govern- 
ment sanctioned the Snh Treasurer paying the arrears in qnestioii to M»*sHrs. A, B. 
and Co. on duly audited salaiy bill. The application to Government was necessa- 
ry, f<ir without its sanrtion in snch case the Offices of Pav and Audit cannot pay 
or audit hocIi bills. This is a circumstance not sufficietiily adverted to hy 
ayents generally. 

TANiOKB COMMISSIONERS. 

On the Tapjore commission being placed in abeyance by orders of Jnly 1838, 
the salaries of the CoinmisHiuners were placed nr>uo the name looting as those of 
Commercial Officers, whose situation were abolished consequently npon the with* 
drawal of the Company from their E. I. Trade; this gave them three fourths 
of (heir previous full salaries, whilst out of employ, and the remaining ) upeu 
their nominaliun to any other office ol inferior salary. 

CARNATIC COMMISSIo'nBR. 

Mr. A. B. holding the shove appointment iuhmitted in expectation of being 
able finally to close the commission on the 1st of September I8t'f9, instead of the 
30th of April 1840 the letter being the dale that had been fixed for its extinction 
by orders of August 1st, 1838, his title to the full allowance of 3,000 Ba. per 
month for *i0 months, to which the appointment had been raised,— and asked 
that even if he slioiild leave India before April 30th, 1840, an equivalent should 
be paid over to him ; and laid stress also upon the fart of his not having taken 
the nniiiial month's leave or his Purlnngh, as giving him a claim to draw additional 
sHlaiy, It was I (lied Itiat all siioh cbdni and pleas were inadmissible, that the 
month’s leave was an indulgence, not a right ; and that the xealons servant who 
worl ed Bssidiiousiy and hionglit his duties to a close, sooner than anticipated, 
bad his reward in a leputation for zeal and superior ability, hut could not bo 
allowed the salary of the additional time, that a less diligent person would have 
taken to do the same work. Further the continuance of salary for a period after 
a servant had left India for Europe is prohibited by ad of. Parliament. 

SPKCIAL COMMISSIONS ON CIVIL SERVANTS. 

In some rases receive a Deputation allowance of 6.6<I0 Rs. « month. Jo some 
a snlMtantive salary, and in some instances no deputation allowance at all— a 
Uovernnieut prosecutor has in one or two instances received a deputation allow- 
ance of 3u() its. 

LA^V COMMISSIONERS. 

The Law commissioners having claimed under 3 and 4, Wm. IV. Chap. 80, 
Sec 05, a salary of 80,000 Ks. per aoiiiim instead oPfiO.OOO as at present fixed, 
were informed that the sum of /)0,0(H) Us. having been settled, hy rule passed 
severnl years before the appointment of the Law Commissions, as the highest for 
any person not a Member of Council, they must be regarded as comiug witbin 
iU opeiuiiou. 
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A <4K.^ERAL RULE FOR THE PAYMENT OP THE ALLOWANCES OP CIVIL 
SERVANTS WHEN RMPLOYED TEMPORARILY IN OTIJER STATIONS OP THE 
SAME PUBSIOENCY. OR DEPUTED TO ANOTHER PRESIDENCY. 

Wht'never ft servant attarhed to one presidency sltail hftve obtained temporary 
emf>loym<*nt under another presideiioy, and shall desire (o draw the allowances 
of hi^ substantive office at the place or in the presidency to which he has been 
deputed, he shall apply to the Governrnent of his preaid»?ocy for iiu order to the 
Oil il Auditor to irrant him a certificate of the amount salary less dediictiunH. to 
which he is entitled, and the t iul A uditor or of tlie Presidency in which he i« 
doiu$r dnty shall on the atrenfith of (hat certificate p»Bss to him a monthly sum 
on arcoiiutf as the ('ivil nay of the other presidency ; the amount ho passed to 
be nrade payable at the treasury of the place where the ofiicer is employed under 
upon duplicate or triplicate receipts, and to be Adjusted in accmint by tlie Ac- 
runotant or Accountant General of" the presitleiicy, as a reiuittance to the debt of 
the presidency on acnotini of which it is paid. With respect to divisions of the 
.satne presidency, as the Collectors of one divisions are in (he hahit of ^raiitinii; 
bills on those of the other, which are adjusted tliroujih the Ivvo offices of arcount, 
the Governor General in Council, adopting tlie sugg«'sti(>n of the Acrount.mt 
General, determines (hat when an ofiicer of the N. \V. Provinces may be dep(..#-d 
to officiate within those of the (i^u^nnient of Hengal or vice versa, the salary 
bib of his substantive office bt^iiiT transmitted for Audit to the Auditor c»f the 
proper division, shall by him be forwarded to the Collector of the distiicl where 
it is ordinarily payable, and that officer shall, it it be duly receipted, issue and 
transmit to tiie officer a bdl for the Htnonni as per audit, payable to the inilividual 
ht tbe Treasury of flic place w here he may be employed on duty.

It may remarkpil liowpver that in prorpso of time the former of these Rales 
appear to have absorbed the latter, and to have been observed as the general rale 
of dating Oiiginai Rank. 

It is also to be remarked that the periods of seniority were in practise cons- 
piitert (rnm sarh duties of original rank reduced by one year below the terms speci- 
fied 11 ) the Art ; as follows, viz.

RANK OP CIVIL SERVANT.^ RETURNING TO INDIA AFTER FIVE YEARS* 
ABSENCE IN EUROPE. 

Wlien and AS often as any peisoo having held any civil* situation iu India 
in the service of the said company and having depaiied fi-om India hy leave of 
the Governor in Council, or (Governor iu Council, shall be restored to the said 
company s service after an absence of five years from the time of such departore; 
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»nch person from ftfler such refitorAtion!i shall take rank and precedence only 
arcf>rHinK to the time he shall have passed in the service of the said rompaiiy at 
the period of his departure Irom India, and on his return to India. If any other 
civil servant or servants at the settlement to which he shall belong, shall then have 
passed a greater or the like le.igtli of lime in the service of the said company .as 
the person so restored had pa«sed when he left India, the person so lestorerl shall 
be placed and take rank immediately below such otherpivil servant or servants, any 
luatter or thing to the contrary nutwithstandiug. 

SENIORITY. 

The more recent provisions of the Acts 3 and 4 Will IV. ^ c. 85, i9. 187.

N B. — The order of Hank is now settled by the hon'ble court and the 
Goveriinients of India are informed by ppriodical corninnnifUitions .specifying the 
naine-* of VV liters, the period passed after the age of seveiiteen, tin* dale ofli.e 
court's order and that ot sailing for India, with a reference for Bank to the c< rtili- 
cates held by the individuals respectively, rhese data however do not app eal to 
indicate any ch inge in the mmie previously ad(»pted of computiin: seniority l»y 
actual service with an allowance of tune pa.ssed in college in I' ligland. 

Temporary absence under the fnrloui'b re’ m does not inteilcre with the com- 
putation of oi i^<inul rank or seniority in the sr rvire, iinir'SH surli 4ib^enre he f»fo- 
longed beyond live years ; in whiidi case re«toratioi\ become nece.ssary. HM»re 
nil the pefiod of nMn-resiiierire tncidetifai to those^rnles or not eiueeding five years 
at any one tbrie is included in that of seniority. 

'IViiK.orary absence fjoin the piesiflencv to which the officer belongs, with the 
pxofess l^ave of tlie Governiiienl of India, limited hy rule to two years i.s likewise 
included in the period of seniority, or .so long as he may runtinue within ihe geo- 
graphical limiiH of .such leave.

Mr, A. B. represented to (It vernment that the Secretary to the C. S. A F- 
had made an error in regartl to In.’: stainling in the service, and orgetl a dniiu to 
piioi itv of otdiiion ot taking the hi tiuity over certain other civil -^civarjls incon- 
sequence. He was told that the rr'es of the .Annoify Fund prr srrilied definitely 
tlmt aniiiilties should he tendered lv» members of the civil service in the orrler of 
rank as tixed 'u the lisSts rereivetl frvim the Hoii hie Court of Directois and con- 
tained in the Civil Auditor’s books. 

'I’he rule.s ol ileierininiiig the. method of computing the period of service is 
distinct trom that which refers to rank, and ihoonli ibe |»enod of service may have 
been completed under that rule before that of otners standing higher in the grada- 
tion lists ol rank, the latter would be entitled to take precedence, wbeu both are 
alike qualified by .standing and residence lor the annuity. 

Similar Case. 

.Mr. A. B. brought to notirie a .supposed mi.Htake in regard to the position of 
his name in tiie gradation lisl.s of the oftire'S of ci'il service pnhli.slied m the 
Directories, and suhmiifed a certificate granted by Site B»ifnd of Examiners in 
Europe shewing his standing in the service and solicited that he mi^iit be restored 
to bis rank Ha was told that the circuiiistaoce represented by biui vvoidd be 
brought to the notice of the Cotirl of Directors as it was fiom the Monorable Court 
that ttie lists of relative rank of civil servants were received, and that tim (ioveruor 
ol Bcuvrjil did not feel that he would be warranted in making any alieratiou in lliera 
witliout a special sanction.

from (he date of intimation of appointmf^nt, or from the date of covenant, whirh* 
ever niny be antecedt^nt By the Honorable Court’s letter to the Oovernment of 
Bent^al. dated 1st April, 1814, rank was assigned to Mr A. B. as a writer of the 
season 1808-1809, whereas by the Honorable court’s despatch of 15th March 1816 
rank was assi^^ned to Messrs, C £>. and E. P. who retired on Miinnities of the 
season 1837-38, and who entered -the college at th»» same lime with Mr. A. B. but 
who in cotiseqiierice of being iiiinlicated in a dietin hance were sent out to India 
before the compietinn of their tourtli term, as writers ol 181 1-12. 

By Para. 8 of the H. Court’s letters dated 25tli January 1813 intimation of 
tbe appointment of VI r. (4. H. (who proceeded to India in (his same ship with 
Mr. A, h.) and of 20 other writers was conveyed to the Bengal Government and 
IVir.. ( t. H. wIio signed his covenant subsequent to Mr. A. H. retired on an annuity 
of 1837-38, the period of lii*i service being calculated from the date of the Hono- 
rable Court’s letter above-mentioned. 

Mr. A..B. never having proceeded to England on Furlough completed his pe- 
riod of 22 year’s residence in ind*a in Nov. 1836. At the end of 1837 lie applied for 
oj»e ol llie annuities available in 1837-38 on the favorable terms of value, and was 
told ill reply that the dale of intimation of his appointiuerit as a writer ‘ not bejug 
traceable on the records of goveriinient, the period of his Uventy-tive years’ service 
most he held to coinuienoe (Voai the date 4if his cevenant, viz. "jdtli March 1813.’ 

In consf^quence of tins coitMtructr on of tlie inanoger^cT which was siihseqiiently 
upheld by the government of Bengal. Mr. A. B. was debarred fiom taking aiiiiiiity 
before the 24th Vlarch 1843, by which period the aiailabie annuities of the season 
had been taken up (one of them by Mr F. (». who roiiiplelt d Ids 22 actual 

residence on the 24th M'urh l838 only ) and Mr. A. B. was consequeutiy deprived 
of an ailvantuge to which he conceived lie was justly entitled. 

Mr. A. B. urged that tlie circuui*itance of the intimation of his appointment 
' not being traceable in the records of (lie Bengal govet iiment,' was a matter wldcli 
WHS entirely beyond his own control, and turther that it was obvious he must have 
been apouinted to tlie II Co.’s service at a period coincioiug with, if not un- 
tecedeut to Mes.srs. 0. I). and F, K. and those other feiractts to svhom rhnk was 
assigned by tbe court of directors of a «l;ite one oi two yems ftubsequt*ut to that 
assigned by tlie honorable cmirt to him, Mr. A. H. 

Mr. A. 11 coni|.elled by ill heaUh and otiier rirciimsiances to embark for Eng- 
land on furlough, and had no chance of oidaining ^ an annuity ol tiie season ol 
18J38f),the then supposed last year of the ariuiiity on the favouralile terms of 
qnarier premium saiictioued by the honorable court, by reason of ihe large nuinbers 
ot civil servants iit the bend of f.l»e list, vvlio it was understood bail jre.solved to 
avail themselves of (he sii annuities of (hat season. iMr A B. vlieiefore praved 
lliat the court would ascertain roiii their rrror»is the actual duti- r»f ids apof>inl 
meut to tiodr service ; anti (nut permitting him to hulfer str Het iuus a jloMS hm wouuI 
be entailed by Ids being compelled to pay rs 50,00*1 (o st-cu; e the .same adv«nlng«*s, 
which but for a contingency entiiely beyorni hixown ct*n5roi, wrmbl tiaveiheen liisfor 
a payment of 25,000 rs.) would be pleased to assign him an aunnily out tif the 
surplus fiinde, or out of the one-tldrd aunually carried to the credit of the court, 
«n the favorable teirns of quarter piemium. 

Tho home aullioniies touml that Mr, .A. B.’s appolritinr iit took filace on the 
29th January 1821, and that the fa-rt ought to have been duly brought to the notice 
of the local government within a reasouahle periurl of its orf;iii renoe, and in that 
case it should have bten so, on a m'ich earlier date than that borne by Mr. A. 
B.’» covenant. s •. 

Further, that Mr. A. B. ought to have been admitted to an annuity from the 
29th January 1838, and should undonhtediy have been so ndmitted but from his 
being unforiunalely d^'prived of the requisite means uf proving hi.s period of service. 
On that defect being remedied, the crmrl of directors deci«ied tluit Mr A. B. might 
be permitted to purchase an annuity at a quarter value commencing from Ut May 
1838, and he was a Imitted lo an extra annuity. 

The point relative* t» the p'SHihle coiillic ling claims of rank and service; did 
«ot appear to the hon'ble gov eriiiiient to call for interposiijon. because it was 
expre-ssly slnterl in the rulev of the fund that the anunities should be tendered, 
to the subscribers according to their senloriiy. 

Further, the court of dire»'tor« ruled that it was not necessary to disturb 
the nile by which tli*- commencement of service it at present computed. If of 
the two documents, (the covenant and court's letter of iiotiHi ati<m,) upon wh r.h 
the decisioo rest, one only cau be fooud; the quedtioo is to be decided by that 
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ODP, f*8 in fH8e r>f Mr. A. eviilenri* exi^ti which nnpplipfi the p*ace 

of thf (lonirnent wliirh is t^nniing. In snch cases the servant is to be restored 
to tlie advnntacea of wtiirh accidental ci^ctimwtaiices have deprived him. 

Mr. C I). was appuinled a writer at the same period as Mr. A. B. via. the 
29ih Jaruiarv and tinder sitritlar circnnistaiices, his length of service must 

therefore be reckoned from that dnte.

RESPONSIBIMTY FOR DELAY OP AUDIT. 

From a delay of .audit of a case, loss w'hs occasioned to the Government; it 
wa** ord<*red to be :ul<»pte<l as a iul»* of the government, and distinctly explained 
to <he ollicers of accomit and audit that the home nuthoiities would hold each 
ottirnr upon whom the duly of causitif amlit devolved, resitonsible for evt-ry loss 
inrurrt^d in ron'^equence of his neglect in needlessly delaying to have recourse to 
the means wliicb were available to prevent such loss. 

()ll'.ccrs in charge of treasnries ate to forward a'ong with the hai f- yearly 
repffi ts on inetf^cieut halam es. a suHii ient proof that the non adjustmtiiit of mih h 
items has been ocra*.iuned cirruinstances ^eyond their coittrol. ^*linnid any 
t)ne item appear in tvvo siicresNlve slaleinentH without pio >f being furnished tliat 
ail adpistmont haii been applied for, it will he deemed a cidprdi'e lemissueHS on 
file paj t<»l Kui:l> cthcer ; and the aiiionnt of the item will he deduc ted from hi.s 
fculary without leieicuce to ins having been the disbursing oliicer or not.

Governor to 
the r.'Solu(ioii of the pre.sidriit in conm il, «?ated h'tli May ISU), of which a eopy is 
iniueYed to the present letter, fioiii v^iicdi if will ap})ear^ flmt the transfer having 
been previmi.sly arrangeil between the two local governments, and al owed by the 
go\ f*i nnient of Irnli.'i ; it takes place at the same lime with the appointinent of the 
servant to a situation in the division to wliicdi he is moved. 

3 d'he civil nudifor reckoris the period allowed to h>iii the new station, and 
passes the bill tor such servant’s .sahiry accordingly. If the salary is ot Id'iher 
amount than tlie salary of the situation which he was let», he draws in the tiii:e 
uliowed for trrivelliiig , out of the salary of his new uppointmeiit, a sum equal to 
that of hi|i previou.s situarion. 

4. Servants of one division me not eligible for deputation duty in another 
except under «peci;i| circumsUnces 

5. II in cofitemplatiou of permanent transfer tl»e service of an olHcer 
from one division are obtained for emphiyment in another belore the vac.mcy 
ot the fipfiointrnent lias taken place, as lor instnnee, by the departure of the 
iucuuibeut to Europe, the sanction of the govcruiueut of India having been 
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previously ohtaihfd for his bein^ so placed at the disposal of the local govern- 
mc»C to which he is not yet (lernriRnently atUched, he will he connidered thereto, 
hut far a definite time, which may be eilen(l|>d if neressary, until by the vscMury 
of the appointment for which he is intended, he can he periiiane iitly transferred, 
when his oerfect transfer and appointment will he Nimultuneonsly gazetted.

In that 
rase the afipoiutment tliat Mr. C. D. held in the lower provinces having been filled 
Up without reference to liis eiact po.sition, it berouies necessary as a measure of 
just cuinpensation, to permit him to draw an allowaiire ecpia) to what he lost by the 
preiuatute appointment of a successor to his late situation during the short period 
winch intervened before he was appointed to another fixed sitiiution in the North 
Western Provinces. 

8. in the case of Mr. A. B nltr%» on account of sir a certificate, retained for 
employ in the lower provinces after his return from the Cape of f^ood Hope, the 
circutiistanres were special as provided in the rule above exf>laiiied. hut his 
appoiiilineiiC in tiundelcniid has not been disposed of, Mr. A. B. having hern 
recently appointed to a fixed situation in the lower provinces, will, from the duto 
of that appoiiilinent (*2ad of June) cease to have niiy roniiection with the North 
Western Proiiiires, or to derive any part of his salary tlienre. 

9. The word ‘ returns’ made use of in the order of the government of India 
of the 9()th November last as quoted in the reference from Mr, Morlarnl, the mil 
auditor at Agra, meant only t<» denote that Mr. A. B. uhen the sepaiaiioii of the 
jurisdiction took idace. being llie incnmhent of an olficcr in the N. W. P. was 
annexeri to that divi.sion of the Bengal presidency, a ml was by tlie order of the 
20th November re annexed toihe lower provinces. 

jO. Mr. A. B.’.s salary hills, a deputy collector of Bnndelrnnd, are to be audit- 
ed. Agra up to the date of his rec^ent appointment to a fixed situation in Bengal, 
when liis transfer to Bengal and separation from Agra were completed. 

11. 'I’he necessary directions will be given tbro* the government of Bengal 
(o the civil aiiditui (if Calcutta to coiiform to the suggcsiioo contained in the .'"ith 
imragrnph oi VIr. civil auditor Moi land’s l»*tter to you dated the iOlli May, viz. to 
furnish the audit office at Agra with a montiily return of all hills i.as^ed in tho 
audit ottice at Ca'culta for the salary of civil servants attached to the N. W. P.'s 
absent at (be Cape orelsewbere,or wliicb. from any other cauMe. may have obtained 
audit below with the deductmiis on account of leave, suhscriptioii.* to Funds, ike. 

12, With regard to para.*2d of Mr. Morland’.s letter it would not appear tiiat 
the words placed at the disposal of (he governor of Bengal, have any difiVreut 
sense from (be words ‘transferred to the Bengal pre.si(lency In public cones- 
pondence and notifications they have, it is believed, always been used indisorirni- 
nately. The gazette would always, in due time, iuform the auditor when a transfer 
was completed hy permanent appointment. 

13 Assistants drawing everywhere equal allowance if transferred from one 
division to another should lift considered as Iraflsfcrrerl altog«^tlier, and be charged 
to the division in which they are employed from the date of transfer. 

14. If servants are allowed to exchange appointments for their own convenienco 
they ought to forego salury between (he lime of quitting the old appointmeiit and 
joining the new one, and be considered for that interval as servants out of employ.

Resolution 1’hc president in council observing the difference of practice 
stateil to prevail in the different divistonM of the Bengal presidency, (hinka that 
it will he expedient to provide by definite rule for cases of transfer of public of- 
ficers from one division to the other. 

His honor in council is of opinion that the servants of one division onght not 
to be considered eligible to fill sitnatinitA on deputation in the other division except 
under speriai circumstances, which l>eing stateil to the eovernment of IndUi, the 
loan of the servants for the particular duty would, of course, be saurtioued. 

• His honor in council is lurther of opinion tiiat the same rule ought to be esta- 
blished for all classes of sej^vants, and that if the transier of a servant be asked 
with a view to his being appointed to any partftiilar office in another division, the 
tianste.r being made and notified in the gazette, the appointment to the office va- 
cant should be ordinarily be made to take effect from the date of transfer, from 
which date the civil auditor and nfficeis of account will reckon the period allowed 
to join the new station and pass the hills accordingly. 

If an vdficer of one division he naked for> to fill a situation temporarily, prepa- 
ratory to permanent appointment to he made, wiien the inciiinbent shall after the 
nsual period have embarked for Europe, or retired from the service, the circum- 
stances b^ing stated, (lie case may be brought under the first rule, and in lieu 
of a final transfer the oificer will in such case be gazetted as authorized to pro- 
ceed on duty for a definite time to the other division, preparatory to obtaining 
permanent einploynient there. At the end of the period mentioned, the salary 
cl i lfice in the rlivision fr<»m which the officer ha.s proceeded will cease, unless an 
extension be .similar granted under orders from the guveruinent of India. A 
fresh order of final transfer will be necesMary eitlier at the close of the period or 
from any earlier date at uhich effect can be given to the appointment, which the 
oificer is iuteuded to find in the new divUioo.

2. Ws have DO donht that the Gentlemen to whom we refer will nsc their 
exertions, and in many ca^es those specially of the jiiuioi^, succeM-sfully, l<» qualify 
bemseL ea to hold any olfi- e under your Government, hnt there are some oifn-eti of 
»ii| ortaoce in which a knowledge of the languages is not iudispensable,

Fesolved, that having taken into ronsideratinn the situation in whicli the 
Members of the China Factory will be placed by the disronti nuance of the com- 
pany’s trade, the following arrangement be adofMerl subject to the ronfirmation of 
Ahe Board of Comniissiuners for the aff iirs of I.tdia, visr.

Membfru of the Civil an^ Military aertricea may become aharehoMers in the 
Universal Assiirarre Company, but it is not alloweH that occupations of a private 
inMijriition sboiilH interfere with the claim'* of (he public service to (lie nndiviried 
attention of (be company’s Servants, and they are 'positively interdicted* from 
taking any part in the manageoient of U. A. Co.’s, or other similar company. 


EXCEPTIONS. 

The above interdict does not apply to the Asiatic, the Agricultural, or other 
SncJi Societies, which cannot he in any way looked upon as trading etablish* 
inents. 


SALE OP PROPERTY TO NATIVES.

Civil Servants are allowed lo aell private property to natives reporting the 
actual cost of the property to be sold to (hem, the name of the purchaser, his 
situation, and (he price of (he purchase money.

RESOLUTION, 

Circnm.stances having recently come to the knowledge of Oovernment whuf 
suggest (he expediency of nreventiiig sales of 'aluahle properly, from being made 
by the Ci' il end Military Officers of (he hnnotahitf company’s service to foreign 
princes and chiefs, or to natives of rank or opnienre residing under the prntco 
tion of the British Governriient, without due intimation to Government throng! 
the principal local authorities, of (he pniposed sale and transfer of sneli properfj 
and tiie consideration to be received for it. His Exreliein y Iht* tioveinor (^ene 
ral in council is pleased to prohibit in future all sales, purchases, and transfer 
between the Civil and Military servants of Government on the one hand, and 
natives of tlie description above noticed on the. otlirr, of grounds, houses, beats, 
equipages, bor.ses, elefdianf.s, plate, furniture, and generally, every fle.sci iption of 
private properly eireeding the value of five thousand f.5,000) Kiipees, without 
the sanction of Government being previously obtained, under «urh penalties as 
the cirrniii9tances of each particular case of disobeiiience to these orders may 
demand. 

The Governor General in ronncil takes th»s opportunity of adverting to the 
Kesolution f»asscd in the Political Depailrnent under date the I7lh Septr-niber 
1831 , and published in General Orders of the I8lh of the same month, cautioning 
all Civil and Vlilitary OlficTeis of Governmenf against carrying on any roinmntii- 
cations will native prinr eR and chiefs, or their wakeels, except through the chau* 
Del of the Political Authorities. 

CUAKGRS OF CORRUPTION. 


Charges of corruption against civil servants are iisiially inveslignted tn the 
presenre of the a< euser and Rccused. hy Special Commissioriera under the sub- 
joined Regnlation ’V I 11 of 1817, and a cnpy of (he resolution ordering the 
iovaatigattOD has been generally furnished to ihe accused. 

Whereas by Section 7 Hegiilation XVII, 18)3, tbe general 
Preamble, control over the proceedings of all coirtuiissions sonstitnfed 
hader the prbvisious of section 6^ of that regulation, is vested

ardiifiiis functions. To their character and public spirit more than to ibe 0 | eratiun 
of any formal system of supervision and control, he looks for a perseveiaure 
in the same nioritorions eiertions. and for a maintenance of the same careiul 
repaid, in their important and often delicate tiusis, alike to public aiul Iw 
iodividiial rights. x

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ORDER AGAINST DRAWING BAYONETS. 

General Order, Horse Guards, 18^A June, 1835, iVo, 620. 

Some cases h«vin(( lately occurred, in which soldiers have drawn their 
bayonets upon each other, anM nl^o upon other persons who happened to 
eome ID contact with thrm, whilst quarrelling in the streets and in public 
houses. The QencrBl-cominanding-in'Chief desires, that the soldiers of the 
army may be reminded, that they are armed for the protectioo of tlieir Ivinpr tind 
country, and for the support and execution of the laws, when lawfully called 
nut for these purposes ; that they wear their side arms as an honourable 
distinction of the profession to which they belong ; that they ^re not to use 
ihem in private broils, or even, for their own personal defence upon ^uch 
occasions; and that it is the duty of the soldiers to avoid resorting to plbces 
in which such broils are likely to take piacci more particularly when dressed 
as soldiers with their side arms. 


Tlie General-coramariding-in-^chb f Is determined to put an effectual stop 
to so dangerous and disgraceful an offence, by the punishment and degrada- 
iioDof every soldier who sliall hereafter be convicted of it. 

To this end Loud Hii.l desires that the commanding officer of regimen- 
tal depots, will bring into summary trial, for unsoldier-like and diHgrHcefal 
eonduci, every man who shall he reported to have drawn, or attempted f*) 
draw, his bayonet for the purpose of u^iiig it aguiust auutber person in any 
ease of dispute, affray, or interference. 

His Lordiship further desires, that every soldier convicted before a court- 
martial of hHvinu used, or attempted to use, his side arms in any of the cases 
herein contemplated, may, in edition to the punishment awarded by the c'xirr, 
be degraded on lha public parade, in front of the re^iiment or depot to which 
he beioDES, by hi ing lliere striped of his bay'onct, and bayonet belt, and 
proclaimed by the ctfnunanding officer as a man uiiwt>rthy to be fntrusted 
with the care of his bayonet, except in the ranks, under the view and 
command of hU officer. 

In all flur*h cases, the offender shall be stripped of his side arms by the 
pioneers, in order to enhance his degradation. He who is thus degradfd 
shall not be ^i'-ffered to wear his bayonet or bayonet belt i*xcc[)t upon doty, 
for one year from ihat date of Ins deEiadalioo ; during whicli time lie sltall 
be derried every Tndulgcnce to which the good soldier is entitled, and shall 
march to church, In the ranks, with side 'arms. His name .<»ball, moreover, 
be pOHted upon some conspicuous place In the barrack room of the com- 
pany to wliich he belongs, on the barrack gale, and on doors of the guard 

bouse, and canteen.

The Gpneral Commanding-in-chief feela confident, that these measures 
will, wifh the VAalous co-operation of all classes of officers and the vigilance of 
tbe Non-commisshmeo rdfiesre, soon rescue the army trom the stigma which a 
few unworthy individuals wouul attroh to it, by resorting to a base aud 
onmanly expedient, heretofore unkDOWo amongst British soldiers.

Tlie Commander- in-^liief takes this occasion to cail the attention of the 
cornn^anding Officers of regiments, to the vie-vs whicli ltd him to i,-.sM(* the 
order under consideiation. His object was to be enabled to place in ibe^wo 
ifiiuations, which, in a native <;orps Ite considers to be so important, the Officors 
in eacii regiment who aie really the lu'st taltulaie<[ to fill i\>em advanlageoualy, 
and at the same time the most deserving, from their application to their duties, 
and from tiieir acejuiremeuts. 

In making the arrangement, he puts aside every idea of patronage and 
personal favor. 

Having done so, he expects that the commanding officer., of regi.nenti 
wili do llie same, and that no sucii feelings shall liave sway in their minds, or 
lead to their recommendations. 

If On any occa,sion he discovers that .^uch has been tiie case, or that any 
under means have been used to obtain a selection for elilicr ot llic.se appoint- 
ments, the officer guilty o( liie same will meet His Excellency’s decided repro- 
bation and di.scountcnance. 

The brigadier commanding tlie corps of artillery has represented, that the 
aforesaid order does not wo'k a.s well in the artillery, as in the regiments )( 
the line, owing to ‘ the frequent change of Mibalterns from one battalion lo 
anotiun,’ and tlie unequal '* distribution of officers, which the exigencici of tlie 
{►ei vice lequire.' 

The order, therefore, as far as it respects the ariillery, is to be modified as

The measure here indicdted, as caicihited to conduce to the greater effici- 
ercy of the army, is do'iiaiud to he whotly prospective, and by no means to 
aff*'i*t present incumbents of the grade of captain, iirdcAS in such cdSes of emer- 
ger cy as his r xccllencv the commander-in-chief may feel constrained to bring 
to the sp cial no’icc of gov» rnrnent.

Para. 2. * We think it iMccsitHry tr» dei>ire that no ofticer be withdrawa 
from his rpKiment for ihe pur|>os6 of bcirii; appointed an extra or eiipernu* 
merary Aide*de-Oainp.

0. Immediately on your arrival in Calcutta, yon are to report yourrMf 
personally at the Master Attendant’s office, and at your earliest convenience to 
communicate to him in writing the name and residence oi the parties fo whom 
the bills for pilotage, kc., are to be prtsenteil for payment. You are furlljer re- 
quested prior to quitting your vessel, on arrival at Calcutta, to give, or to cause 
your chief oflicer to give, the pilot a certificate of your actual registered lon- 
DHue and of the draught of water nt which your vessel has been piloted, as also 
that she has or has not been accompanied by a row bout, in order that the bill# 
for pilotage and port dues may be correctly marie out. 

7. Should your ship or vessel be coming up to ( alcutta, you ore lo land 
ii<»t only the Ship’s Gun-powder, with the oxcr ptirui of 100 lbs which may, if 
you deem proper, be ro«ainod on board, but nny you may have brought out 
Jfor sale as part of the vessel’s Cargo, at the Magaaine at Moyapore previous 
to passing that place. Any quantity beyond 10 lbs that may bo found on 
board will be lir^ble to Seizure. 

S. You are also informed that by order of the Hon’bie the President in 
Council your Pilot is authorized, should he have reafijor* to suppose that the

furnished to him.

bte to a fine of one tir.ussud rupees (Us. 1,000) and any goods or packages that 
may be found on boani in excess of Hie manifest so delivered to the pilot, or 
differing in quality or kind, or in murks and numbers from the specification 
contained therein, will be liable to be seized and confiscated, or to be charged 
with su4h iucueased duties as may be determined by the Board of Custotns, 
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Balt and Opium. In the event of there being a dettcieney in the packages or 
goods entered in the manifest, you are liable under the said Act to a penalty 
not exceeding five hundred rupees (Ue. 600) for every missing or deficient 
package of unknown value and for twice the amount of duty chargeable on 
goods deficient iiii't unaccounted for, if capnbie of being assessed therewith. 

13. In ihcevcnt of your vessel remaining outside or below Kedgeree, 
yon are required by the said Act to deliver the manifest, so duly filled up and 
attested to the pilot, immediately on the vessel being brought to anchor ; and 
if you should neglect to deliver the said rnunifost for the space of twenty-four 
hours after the vessel shall have anchored, you will be liable to a fine of one 
thousand rupees (Rs. 1,000.) 

14. I am directed, wiih reference to the 15ih Section of the Act No. 
XVII. of 1837, to desire that you will deliver every letter and packet onboard 
your vessel, not specially entrusted lor sopHrute delivery, to the dak peon who 
may first board your vessel ; and I am to add that by the next Section of thu 
above act, you are liable to a peiiahy, not exceeding llupees 1,000, for any 
wilful neglect in this particular, which penalty will assuredly be levied-*in* 
Staii^ea having occurred of commanders wilfully detaining their packets. 

15. You are to observe that the collector of government customs will, 
upon application being made t<» him, grant ieceipts lor all goods which mav be

Ist. Aft the harbour master is held responsible for the movements of all 
ghipB and vessels, to and from the stream, requiring his assistance, the Olficera 
of hi-) department arc not to be interfered with in the execution of such irn- 
porturit duty. After a ship or vessel is moored in a clear and safe berth in tlie 
fitreaui, sU MS not to be sitifted, unless for the purpose of hauling into dock* 
or to the honorable company’s moorings, and except in cases of emergency. 

2d. All applicstions to take in or castoif from the moorings, or for other 
assistance from the harbour master’s departtiD iit, are to be made in writing to 
the master attendant, who will dinct the harbour masU r accordingly. Applica* 
lions will he complied with scc trding to priority of date. 

31. Oil ships or vessels arriving off Calcutta, they are to have their jib 
and driver booms riggt-d in, as soon os practicable, and to keep them so till the 
pilot takes charge for tlu* purpo.seof taking them to sea again. The comman- 
der or owner of any vessG in which, in breach o I this regulation, eilhor ji*) or 
driver bonrn shall he kept rigged out one day after warning has b^en given by 
the master Mt tST dant to the coiiimunder or commanding oIHcit at the lime, 
ehall be liahlt' to a fine of 100 rupees for that day, and a further fine of tiO 
rupees per di for every day after, that' either jib or driver boom shall contU 
aue rigged outiu viulaiiou of the rule herein laid down.

7ih. Serious accidents having tnken place in transporiiug vessels, from the 
circninstnnce of one ship letting CO another’s warp, while in the act of nioving, 
coiiiinanding officers are to permit warps to he made fust, and to keep them so, 
until reqfiesletl to let them go. All vessels in the port of Calcutta are enjoined 
10 assist each other, vi bile in the act of warping. 

8th. The liariiour master’s assistants are directed to take care in havling 
ships or vessrds into dock, that the waist anchors are got up out of tl;e chain®, and 
to see tliat no projections whatever* beyond the shifj’s sides, (uliich c?m be re- 
iMOved) be suffered to remain.

Ships or vessels meeting with any accident, or caiis'ng damage to 
others, while in charge of an officer under the authority of llie nifister attendant, 
have no claim on government for such damage ; hut The parlies conceriied are to 
repri .sent the case to the master attendant, who vvilf take such cognizance of 
the same as the merits of the case may appear to n quire, 

rdili. In order to uvoid niiscouception as to tlic lesponsibility of Government

Government have been fiirther pleased to proliibit C’omnirinders of 
fill Ships and Vessels more than ‘200 Tons burthen (rum moving them in any 
part of the River, unless they have a Pilot o' an Officer from the Harbour Mas- 
ter’s Department on board, under penalty (i:id<*pendeiit of such cc.TJscquences bs 
the Owners or (Jominanders may be subject to hy Law on ine part of individuals,) 
or Two Hundred Sicca Unpei s, fur every breach of tins jirobihilion. 

Ijtli Vei»scl.-< of 200 Tons buriheu only or less may l)e moved by their 
Comniaiiders vviili the pei mission of Hie. Master An^julant (which must be 
Bjiplied for in wiiiing) without havinga l^ilot or an Gtticer from ttie Ifarhour

Whereas it hath liitlierto been the prai-iic-e for ships importing at Calcutta 
to retain their gunpowder on board while l>ing in the port; and whereat*, the 
explosion of a iari^e quantity of gunpowder on board of a ship, lyitig off the town, 
might be attended with the most destructive consequences to the town, to the 
tiiiiabitants thereof, and to tlie shipping in the pert; and whereas, jnstAiices 
have occurred of shot being fired into the town of Culciitta, and into the coun- 
try adjacent, by ships salufing Port William, or firing guns on other occasions, 
his Excellency the Most Noble the Governor General in Council, with a view 
of obviating the serious consequences wliich might ensue froiii a continuance 
of these irregular and dangerous practices, has been pleased to establish the 
following rules. 

1. The commanders of all vesstds hound to the port of Calcutta, and pro- 
ceeding up to the town of ('alcutta, or lo any other part of tlie river above 
Moyapore are required on or before their arrival idf Movapore, to land at the 
magazine, whicii has been erected at that place, all the gunpowder wliicli they 
nn^V have on board, (wiiether contained in barrels, or made np into aiunim.ition) 
exceeding the quantity ol one hundred poninls, which quantiry evyry vessel is 
permitted to retain on boa?d, for tin* purpose of flrintr salutes or signals i*i cases 
of distress. Olhcera appointed by Govennnent, will take charge of the gun- 
powder iintiietliately on its being conveyed to the shore at IVloyapo e. and will 
deposit it in the magazine, (h^tiinianders of vessels are required lo mark the 
names of their respective vessels on the barrels and packages of gunpowder^ 

S reviously to their being landed. A receipt for the gunpowder will he grunted 
y the officer in charge of the magazine. 

3. In order (hat vessels may he detained as short a time us possible for the 
delivery of their gunpowder, commanders of vessels are required, on coming in 
s’ght of Moyapore, to hoist a flag at the fore-lop must -head, whereupon the of- 
ficer in charge of the magazine, will immediately order persons to be in readi- 
ness at the river side to receive the gunpowder.

(excepting for the pnrposeot sa'uting Fort VV^illiain, or for signals in case of the 
vesstds being; in ilisiress) tor any purpose whatever, without iiaving previfoisly 
o^htained tlio permission ot flis Maj^stx’s justices of the peace for the town of 
(/ulcutta.^ \\ hen tjuns slnill 1)0 fired from any ship for tlie purpost? of saluting 
Fori William, or for signals in ease of the ship in iiig in distress, and also in cases in 
which guns may he fired with the permission of the justices of the peace, the com mar!- 
der of tlie ship is enjoined to he pariiculavly careful that the gunsebe nut shotte*!.

3nl. To entitle an oltieer to grant a coi tificate for any portion of his 
table money, and to authorise thf3 commander of a Steamer to present a bill 
for any portion of an ollicer's table monoy, it will not be .sulhcieot the! Iho 
mder for the embarkation of sucUoflicor, specify that ho is to be provided 
with a free passa-^o ; it must further specify that tho idlicer is ^‘proceeding 
on duty’" or no portion of the lable money will bo paid by ir.»vornmerit , nor 
will any bill be audited, unless it bo accompanied with u certified copy of the 
embarkation oider. Tlie coriificato will «e signed by the Controller. 

4tii. Under th's regulation uo person is to be messed by tl»o engineers,

be paid for, atTordmg to prices fixtd and exhibited on the card, vvbic*) is to be 
puspeiuled for general information, in a conspicuous part of the ilinincr room. 
Every article must he paid for at the time of delivery, and the steward ia 
strictly prohibited supplying any article if not paid tor at the time; be is pro* 
vidcd with plenty of small silver change, and with tokens instead of coppers if 
pn (erred. It is positively prohibited to send any thing whatever from the niPHS 
ta’nle to tlie catilns for children, servants, or invalids, as such practices lend only 
to the discomfort of the passengers generally. Ladies or gentlemen prevented 
by indisposition from coming to table, will be suitably provided with refredhmenti 
in their eatiins. 

‘2nd. The servants arc required to be always clean, and drrssed with their 
ttuliundH. Europtaii or Clirn*(iuu servants aie never permitted to appear 
y^lliout timr jackets and shoes ; they are required to keep their hair cur, and 
are not permitu‘d to wear it long and busliy.

AH Goods intended for aliipineiit on f lie G overnraent Boare must be sent 
to the Boat Otliee, in Church Lrtne,C«lt uttn, between the hours of Ten and Four, 
8Hinlavs» Chriatmua Days, and Good Fiidays excepte«l. 

2nd. Goods will not be received for shipment unless they he addressed to a 
resident at tlie place at which rhey are to he dtdivered liom the Hoats. The 
direction must be marked on soniethinii not liable to be de stroyed by vermin, 
and from which it may not easily be obliterated. A direction written on a card, 
or marked with ink on a tin box would he liable to the above objection, atid no 
packages will be received into the boat Oifice lor transmission on which frei^ihi 
is nvit paid at the time. 

3rd. The Boat Oftiee will not be responsible for any damage or loss that 
wav be rcousioind by accident to the vessel or other cause whatever, not 
traeeahla to negligence or mismaiumement of those belonging to the vessel.

Here are siune t hristiaii graves r,nd monuments, and 
a large bazar, where milk, curds, palm fruit, palrn 
juice, poultry, kids, rice, and bard ware in a small way, 
are procurable. The Furopeaii factors and native 
Nabob reside on the ha?;k, arAoj 2 miles ttb.*ve the 
ste merV anchorage or coal depot. VisscIh g< nenilly 
stop here 4 to 5 hours r it is a very slickly plai e, owing 
tojung.le. The iiills are distant atiout 5 mihs iitland. 
Tlie Himalaya Idlls are vijtiblc at times. It is a native 
daroguh’s, aud post otfioe siuiion. 

Twenty-one miles above R:»jmahtil, uml 2 miles 
below SukreeguUee hill and point i>« the Inautilul 
Mootee Jhurna waterfall 1 it is visible on the east* rn 
side of the hills. At .SukrcCfciillee point is an Indigo 
Factor’s bungalow ; would he on e.xcell('i.t hlioofing 
box: bears, tigers, rhinoceros, leopards, li(‘gs, aiul 
deer of all kinds abound hcie, and among tlie hills 
ftathercd game abound. Steamers puss it in lO.J days 
in the dry season.

The southern or 
Patturcattah passage, np lo Colgong, lias some very 
dangerous rockS| where, if a boat touches, not a soul 
can be saved. 
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Colizontr villapfe and rocks is 68 miles above 
Ilajniuhal, 65 miles below Mon^hyr, and 18 miles 
below llhatiuulpore j is on lh(>ri^ht bank of the Gaiigea, 
and has a fine nullah and siieUer for boats. It is a coal 
depot for steamers : the left passage should never be 
attempted by either steamers or boats in the ruins, us 
the currents and eddies between the main and the 
rocks, almost make it certain loss for any native bott, 
and too dangerous for steamers. Boats in attempting 
it, must be careful to have very strong tracking lines 
low down to their prows, with plenty of truckers and 
t wo bowlines as guys to the bank; and kept close in.

Agues’ beatis, table <1isb mats, straw liaiul puukatis 
and baskets of various shapes and putleiMS, iadies* 
hanflsome wooden-work boxes, on carved h‘|^s, at 7 
rupe* s, of various kinds of w od, children^ painted 
wooden toys and sticks, very hard bamboo for caror-s, 
aiul various kinds of birds, eameleons and monkeys. 

The steamer’s passaec to this is tienerally 12 days 
in tho rains, oecasionally 10 dayaiii July, artd iri tin* dry 
season 13 to 14 days : the distaoce from t'ahMiiia is 
303 miles by Bha^ruttep, 080 joilee l»y Sooderboodsi, 
and 314 hy land. Dawk runs in days. Lelt rs lor 
stearnersshould leave town on 7th day after h< r, in 
July, and on the 8th day in June, Autfinr, Se[)i( inlH‘r 
and October, and on the 10th day in tlie dry si fis(Oi. 

On arrival here, the collector’s and muuistrate’s 
hook is sent on hoard for entry oI'hH prissenoer’s names, 
&e- ^cc. &c. StennierH stop hefe 3 to o liours for eoals. 

Two miles S. W. by W. of iMonubyr are s-one 
rrx kf), with a mark on them^: tlicy were formerly in the 
steamej ’s track, but are now buried in an immense 
sandbank. ‘ ♦ 

On ri^ht bank of the Ganges, 2 ) miles above 
Montihyr, is the lar^e village of Soorjij'^urra, with a 
smull river that rutis down from the hills. Fowls and 
kids are procurable here, throu^^h the ihannadai ’s assis- 
tance, for boat travellers. 

On the riiihi bank of t'ne river, GO miles above 
Mongbyr, and oO b: low Dinapore, is the largr^ town 
and mart of Bar. beiui: a uaro^^rd' slaiion, also a b\ e 
dep<d for steamer’s coals. All ibis bank of the ri\er, 
for 20 mills bedow and above, is noted tor piggery vil- 
lHge.s, ami saltpetre manuractorics.

Tile g«'»voi'iimeiit catablisbinentB are at Ihmktpore, 
or (he upper extreme of Patna, where ihoreare some 
fiands^mie housei , also a very large and noted granary 
btdiJ. like a dome, with two tligliis '.fsfevs outside, t<; 
ascend Ut its toj), on udiich is a lariic cncular holr, to arl- 
mjt air into the building, and to slan grain into. It 
hm only one door, and was built for a depot, in ease of 
tamine. It is a very masBive building, and noted tor 
its very numerous, clear, andslron^j echo?, and ul pre- 
sent it Ib used u guurd house. 
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Steamers ficldom stop here : sometimes not being 
ablt‘ to net within a mile or two j p issnorjors can land 
at the lower end, and getekhus or hackeries, (a native 
oiiehort^e conveyence) to take them up to Bankipore, 
or to the military station of Dinapore. 14 miles distant, 
by way of a novelty or change, when tlicy can inspect 
tlie urunary by the road side. The road is very good

north of Patna. On the left bank is the Guiiilnck

Twtoty two miles above l)inat»orG, mi t.he kit 
bank, is ihecivil station of '.'hupra, Ihocapiful »d Sarnn 
district. Here reside a judge, a inagi-strate, a collec- 
tor, a doctor, and a post inaster. Steamers .scMorn 
touch here even in the rains. Ihisscngers fiir this place 
diould arrange to land above it at Rcvelgunge, wiicre 
then' is a steam agent. 

U-- wd.' unge, "21 miles by water abovi^ Dii a^iore, 
Oil tjie k;li bank of the river, is a very large* grain and 
:-;iltpctie mart, and noted for ■»boat-bniiding. Ah 
oinoiiil fair is held hi re. , 

Sifiniers merely touch to land passengers find a 
fi vv i>}ickages to the stenm agenP*^ care. From hence 
up to Ghazeeporo, the villiagers are said to btMincivii 
and dishonest. 

<)ri the left bank, 71 miles nbove Diiiapore, is the 
large native village oH HhiiiicHn, a darogah station, 
noted for a fair minnally held here, as ah^o a grain mart. 

'i bis is tlie most dangerous part of the (iangea for 
^luicksand.s and shiftirjg tianks. Tidea »rv very strong 
here , boats being detained from 4 to U week^, waiting 
for ^atfr,aii(i a tuvourablo breeze. 
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Buxnr on the risht bank, and Kurntadfe on the 
left bank, fa 88 miles above Dinapore, and is noted for 
bein^r the Hon’ble To. ’a stud eatabliahmciit. There fa 
a umall fort here, where the battle was foutzht. Here 
are aonrie European officera of the stud, a doctor, and 
hospital bungalow, also u ateam agent. 

Eight inilea above Euxar, on the right bank of the 
river, is the junction of the Kiirrntnnaaa river: the 
touch of its waters is considerert as one of the greatest 
mishaps that can happen to a Hindoo, as it is said to 
debar him from admittance into H« avt*n. There is a 
bridge built over it by a rajah. This part of tlie coun- 
try is noted for dac*oits. 

One huiHlff-d and nineteen miles above Dinapore, 
or 31 milfs above Tlnxar on the left hank of the river, 
is the Civil and Military station of (ihazeepon , a very 
handsome place. At iti lower enil is ilie rnirjS of an old 
yiaiace. Tlic Native town is hnllt ()n prccipieeB. Toe 
Kurnpeaii inhaVolMnts, conpisting of the jiulge, injig5«- 
tnitcs, colleQ‘o»s, doctor und cpium agent, &;c. iV.i . re- 
side on a level plain, about tile eeistre of tlic station, 
the cantonments from tiu upper part, anil the Jiluro- 
pchti ho.spltal is at the upjier extreme. J3et\v< en the 
civil and military lines is the ciiriptl and Lord Corn- 
wallis’ ronih. 

This place is noted for its opium manufactory, 
and Giivrrnment stud eMtahliphnient, where horsea 
can be iiurcluosed ; as also for i».s rose water, ottor of 
roses, Olid otio r perfumed r>iU: ; hreail, hut.Ui, cu'gs, 
fowls, mutton, laiiih, kid, iniik, i;:no pngar, arc pro- 
curable ; tilso European articles of coMsainpiion, and 
niillinejv from iVit Kuropcan sbopkeepert. Itb dis- 
tance frorli P’alcuttfi is, via J^hagruttifi', 027 ndlcs, via 
Soondifrhund.s yio, and by land 431 luih s. The dawk 
runs in 4 days, and letters for steamers sliould leave 
Calcnttu on the day alter the stetnufr in the dry 
seasons, and mi the lltl.» rkiy in the rainr Uif' ves- 
per.-; pM^^sage being from 17 to 20 days. S learners re- 
main here fi>r paF^eneerp, and coal Juid cargo at toe 
HU'jim tigeut’s. Patjsciigerft fo: GorttcUpoie sliouhl 
laud here. 

This ii- the lower extreme of the North Wesleru 
Provinces or Agra i^resiilency, and is a great place of 
trade, it is the lowest station for the .Agra flat boats 
or boxes. Kunkerry banks commence from here o|> ' 
wards. 

Eight miles above Ghiizppore is llic dangerous 
kuiikfrr reef of Mairie thht strikes across t he river. 

Twenty-three miles above (ihazerpore is Cho- 
chordtpore stone ghaut and temple, noted for the nu- 
meroiis monkeys that resort here. 

Two miles below Chock ook pore, on the right hank 
of the river, is a sunken kanUur rock, opposite to :i 
pcdiii tree, just below Sunontie. 

Thirty-four miles above Ghnzeepore, by Kucliuri c 
on the left bunk, is a very difficult und dangeroui'i 
sunken reef. 

Six miles above it is Saidapore a large native 
town, with a tehsseeldar and daiogHh ; and 2 miles 
Bbove Saidapore, is the junction of the Goumtiu river, 
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that goes up to Lucknow^ said to be a very intricate 
and rocky river, too sliullovv for the timailegt boatfii in 
the dry Heafton. The Ganges river, from above Kueh* 
uree reef, past Saldupore up to the Goointie, a distance 
of 8 miles, is a very critical passnire with various bad 
patclicB of ktinker rock, on which native boats and 
budaerows split iiistantaneously. 

Five miles above tlie Goomlie, is Chandroufie, 
wit it a white temple. Here in mid chunne), is a very 
dant^erous pucka platform, on kunker, with the ruins 
of an <dd temple on it, and no passable channel on its 
northwest, or Jinhore side, and very dangerous for 
downward bound boats, as the current sets directly 
on it. 

Five miles above Chundroiitie is Bullooa Giiaut 
and ferry on the right bunk : these bunks are formed 
of kunker rock. 

-Fifty miles above Ghazeepore, or 8 miles above 
Rulioou Ghaut, ip» the rigl]^ bunk of the riv’r, is Kye, 
and its sunken kunker reef, scarcely avoidable in 
some dry seasons. From hence due west over the 
right ))unk, you will observe the Benares minarets, 
distance i) miles. 

Benares, on the left bank, is considered us the 
most. Itoly city in liniia, and is certainly one of tiie 
most handsome wlien viewed from u distance on tlie 
river, there being such numerous stone gliaitts and 
temples, some of wbicii cost 17 lakhs of rupees. This 
is the residence of some of the native princes, pension- 
ers of the Honorable Kast India ('ompany ^ but 
their dwellings ore divided into so many little cham- 
bers, or pigeon ludes, that the internal part of the city 
has the appearance of a muss of mean buildings, piled 
up without uny regard to order or appeurance, and 
narrow, fihhy lanes, iosteud f)f streets. There is a 
large inclosed niurt, culled a chouk that opens at 6 
p. M., where tritikets, toys, birds, cloth, coarse liard- 
ware are exposed for salt*. Ji has a large well in it, 
and is aUoa resort fcniiaiive auctions. Clo^c to the 
chouk is the [principal alley or mart lor Oooibuduns, 
a very tine bilk, of various patterns, worn by natives, 
as irowsets ; also fine cups with tinselled crowns 
dud very eiegani gold ami silver embroidery ; also 
scarfs B?id turban pieces for fancy head dresses. 
There is likewise a traveller’s cliouk, a native inn, and 
a large horse mart, where very tine horses, of the 
Tooiky, Persian, ami Catml breeds are procurable, aa 
higb as 8, It), and 15,000 rupees, and urebrougiu here 
by the fruit carriers who briua grapes and pears from 
those countries. Here are several miniature painters, 
and also venders of miniatures on ivory, said to be 
likenesses of different native princes, and tlu ir queens, 
and iiauteh girls ; true likenesses of native servants in 
costume, tradesmen and beggars. 

Delhi jewellery of the best gold is brought on 
board the steamers, by sending for the dealers. Here 
is also an old observatory, and two very iiigh and 
slender minarets, one of which has aslight iiiclina* 
lion; truveileis ascending them are expected to give 
the keeper a fee of 1 rupee. From their tops is a view 
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of the city, the nrljflcciit rfluntry, and the river (go 
gratify iiib* a sioht shouM not be passed over by any tra- 
veilor) Frovisiiii 8 lire procurable; purtriflites, quail, 
and wild ducks of sorts arc to be obtained. Steamers 
remain at lUj Oliaut to discharge and take in pack- 
ages, Olid to receive coals. The civil and military station 
is about 4 miles inland, direct from Itaj Ghaut, where 
reside Ihecommissinncr, the judge, rnag is t rales, collec- 
tors, the general, and all the rniiirary -officers of tire na- 
tive reu'imeiits stationed here, and some Huropean 
artillery. Here also resides a dr»ctor, a postmaster, 
steam agent, coach builder, and Eurom an shop-keepers. 

Letters for steamers, or truvc-Hcrs, arc not for- 
warded t " the vis8< i or boats, but inin‘r. he sent, for 
which is very inconvenient. 'I he city is ahoni 2 miles 
loriij. The natives are very uncivil to strangers. 
Numerous fanatics we here, who drown themselves 
believing that the holy* Ouiua, and the city of the H ost 
holy, sociLys them eternal l^uppiness. ^ 

Dentires is from Calcutta, via Hbagruttee 600 
miles, via .Snttderbiinds 084 miles, and hy laud or dawk 
route428 miles. Letters take 4 days, Hhangies 7 days. 
Letters for steamers should leave Calcutta, the 12ih 
day after the vessel in the rains, and on the 14th day 
in the dry season, 

Pulunkt ens are procurable here, but infested with 
vile vermin. Tiaveliers wishius: I o (visit the elation 
of 8urde, should write up from Ghiizcrpore to any 
friend, or the steam agent, h r ■; conv<>ance to be 
ready at l?aj-.'hau( for thorn, on llu ir arrival. 

RarrinaglMir. 1 J miles above Henau's, on tlu> right 
bank of the river, is a native palace, the residence of 
the fiajjili of Benares. 

Sooltanpore. Benares, is a native cavalry station, 
17 miles abov<‘ Benares, and on the left bank of the 
river. Steamers bring to here a few miontei^on ilieir 
passage up or down, as required, to laud nmi receive 
passengers. It has a kiuikory or rocky point, whieli 
is very awkward foriiMtive lumts, as also for steamers, 
owing to narrow ciiniinfl and strong currents ; it is 
off the stables, which arc? called Little Calirntta. 

On the right bank of (he river, about 4 miles above 
SoolfHopore, is a very neat looking place, called ( hu- 
nap. with a very neat-loirking English church, that 
reminds one of sweet, * sweet home.’ It is an invalid 
military station, and has a fortificiition, on an isolated 
rocky hill, whlcli prefects into the river, forming a 
very nasty pidiit to pass in the rains, llindun tradi- 
tion us, this fortresswas built in one night hy a giant, 
and is i»npregnuble : it completely commands the ri- 
ver, and is used us a place of confincmeut for state 
prisoners. Thera ere several detached rocky hills, or 
stone quaries here, it is a very sickly place, owini^ 
to the heat arising from the stone, which cau.ses fever 
and spleen. This is a great place for snakes. A lit- 
tle above the fort is a temple. Tradition states it to 
contain a chest, which cannon be opened, unless the 
pirty opening it lose his hand — four thieves having so 
suffered once, in an attempt on it. Very fine bla k 
and red earthenware is procurable bcrCi such as wiue 
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coolers, which being filled with water, after the bottle 
is inserted, and set out in the draft of the hot westerly 
winds, (none other serves the purp se,) in the shade, 
cools the confined lifiu or equal to id iij; It. The cool- 
er must be dried daily. Also red sandy water holders, 
or euries, whi<*h keep wuter very cool. Blaek butter- 
pots, with acasiiiL^ for water, very neatly finished, and 
larue black double urns, to contain bread and keep it 
moist. Here is aircut ; but steamers seldom 

stop more tiian ten minutes. 

8cven miles above Ohunar, on the right bank of 
the river, is the village of Kutnac, with rocky bottom 
and hard lumps of red earth in the river, a little above 
is a ravine, ^vhic.h is to be avoided by all boats. 

Fourteen miles above Ohunar, is the crossing ferry 
of the Ilenarcs grand road, and of Kiiwa tnd Uhud- 
doolee to Miixapore. From hence to the latter pluce, is 
a fi*;e road, liistaiice?^ miles by land, and 16 miles by 
water. 

Ten miles above the f^?rry, and 7 miles Mir- 

zaporc, on the left high bank, is Hhajoun, with a white 
tomb, and a patch of knnker in the river, on which 
many boats are lost. From here the cantonments of 
Mirzaporeare visible. 

Mirztiporc, a military ciifitonmont, is 2 miles be- 
low fhe city ; and tho civil gtailon, where the judge’s, 
magisir iJe’s and collector’s ofiicos are, in 1 mile below 
the city. Tiic suainer stops at the agency ghaut, at 
itie lower end of the city. This place is noted for a 
cotters ?u«rt, and cotton rnaiui'aclory ; us likewise siitll 
?i*c, 1 ic (lye, hardware in a small way. Many boaU are 
la rc. >it all 8e.as(»iH, 

1 MC city is very co?*fined ai»d dirty, subject to great 
sickucri. . Tlu re are 2 or 3 fine stone gluiuts here, and 
some small tempK s and minaret*, lireud, butter, eggs, 
muUon, liiml), Svid, beef, veal and fowls are procurable 
hern. Both a military and a civil di,p:tor reside here. 

Mi( z^ipore is from Calcutta, via Bhugruttee, 74S miles 
via Sumierbunds, KKK> mile-^i, and by dawk route 455 
miics. Tiie duwk takes 5 days, and bliangy B days to 
run Lfiifers for rtteanicrs should leave tbilcutta on tile 
irliii dii\ after her in the rains, and 17 days after her in 
the dry season: the vessels having plenty of cargo to 
discharge here, arc generally detained from four to 
five liours. 

Fuiir miles above Mirzaporc is Bindachun, on the 
right b.'ink, not ul as the place ofun annual iiieeting of 
dUrepu table people who come here to make vows and 
po.>jahs. 

One mile above Bindachun are the dangerous 
granite rocks o( Scebpore. 

Tweoty-eiiilii miles above Mirzaporc, on the left 
batik of the river. Passengers givueraPy hind in the 
cold season, and have a walk across the neck of Lind, 
jii aW. N. W. direction two miles wide to Taila, and 
Trjolii the steamer again off there ; she having logo a 
detour of 2^ miles round the point. 

Two miles above Butaruiarce) i» Deega Hunker 
Spit, with a deep bight.

Letch yagurrce and its ravinej on the left hank of 
the river, lA 22 miles above Deega, noted for its rob- 
bers when it was attached to the Oude territories* 

Sursa is a large cotton mart, on the riuht bank of 
the river, and is 60 miles above Mirzapore, and 23 
miles be low Allahabad, to which place is h good road. 
This is the station of a European custom*s officer* 
There are several pucka houses here, and two very fine 
tanks at the hack of it, and an old mud fort. From 
hence, up to Allahabad, the river is very intricate and 
shallow. Ironwork in a small way can be done for 
boats here. Turkeys and guinea fowls abound. 

Allahabad, is 83 nnles above Mirzapore. Its fort ii 
at the junction of the rivers .lumna and Gni^es. It has 
an imposing appearance, when on the river, 7 miles 
below it. The Jumna waters are blue, whilst the 
Ganges are muddy. The steamers put to at the Jumna 
mosque, built by General Kyd, and J mile inside the 
Jumna. The native military cantonments are about 
5 miles inlLlid, and the civilians' and officers* are from 
3 to 4 miles inland. The general and doctor reside in 
the fort, as also the steam agent. State prisoners are 
kept here. Here is also a large stone pillar said to have 
been erected by Alexander tlie Great, to mark his con- 
quests! and a cave full of native sione ituages, wherein 
i.s shewn a small entrance to a supposed subterraneous 
passage to Benares, but which, in fact, only extends • 
few feet. (The city is the seat of one of the principal 
native courts of justice the? Madder Dewanny.) ft ip 
also a great, place of worship, and an annual fair i,s 
held outside tlie fort on the sands, at point oV Jiinc- 
tion. It was formerly the seat of the residency. Dread, 
butter, eggs, beef, mutton, lamb, kid, fowls, pigeons^ 
turkeys, guinea fowls, quail, partridges, teel, wild ducks 
and geese are procurable here. European shops are 
liere and auctions held. About 2 miles from the 
ghaut i.s the chouk,i^r market, wliere all sorts of cloth 
European and native, are procurable. Sliawlnter, board 
the steamers, if sent for, wUh all sorts of Cashmere 
shawls, waistcoating, ceps, gloves, socks, and Affgha- 
nistan woollen cloths; as also Delhi jewellers and ma- 
nufacturers of cotton ; carpeting of various patterns — 
showy on rooms, and rather durable. A little beyond 
the chouk is the liv(?ry stables where beautiful horses 
are procurable, of the Persian, ('abool, and Toorkey 
breeds. The post-office is in the fort, where yon mn.st 
send for all letters. Letters for steamers should leave 
Calcutta on the I4th day in the rains, and on the 17th 
day in the dry season, after the departure of the steam- 
er, The distance from Calcutta is, via Bhagruttee, 
831 miles, via Sunderbunds 1186 and by dawk route 
501 miles. Steamer’s regulated distance is 800 miles. 
Steamers remain here three entire days when they 
depart on their return trip, after discharging and tak- 
ing in their upward and downward cargoes, and p«as- 
Aengers. Apply to agent there, or to commander, for 
passage downwards. 

RKTURN PASSAGE. 

From Allahabad to Mirzarope, in the rains, is 
gener^ly a run of 8 hours, and if not detained long

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The following rules for stamping letters have been submitted to the Governor 
General of India in council, and being approved^ are appended for the guidanse 
of the officers of the department, 

KULES FOR USING POST OFFICE STAMPS. 

All letters and packets whatever (save and except newspapers and ship and 
steam letters, lieieafter specially provided for,) received at any Post Office in 
India for despatcli by post, whether free or post paid, or liable to postHge, as the 
case may be, are to be marked with the appropriate stamp, bearing the name of 
such office <'f despatch, and when $ide>atamps are not provided, when the date of 
the month and year fprms part of the stampsit^elf, the said date mu«t be entered 
in writing across Uie middle of the face of the stamp. If the letter or packet 
received for despatch be post paid or bearing postage, the amount of postage so 
piid or due, must be entered in writing on the face of the stamp, after the word 
faid or “ bearing” as tlie case may be.* 

2 All letters and packets whatever, received at any Post Office by post for 
delivery at such office, are in like manner to be stamped with the appropr'iite 
affico stamp, and marked with the date of the month and year; but the amount 
'Of p' srage paid or due, is not to be entered on the stump of delivery, as the 
s.umu ot despatch regulates the levy of postage. 

The stamp for all service, soldier., or other free letters, or packets is an 
oval 15 inch long by 1 inch wide, bearing the name of the ofilec and the word 
free,’* and must be stamped red. 

4 The stamp for ail letters or packets, on which postage has been paid, is 
an oblong inch long by 1 inch wide, bearing tiie name of the oliice and tha 
word “paid” and mu.st also be stamped red, 

5 Tlie stamp for all letters or packets, on which Postage ha« not been paid 
in advance, in an oblong 1 J inch long by 1 inen wide, bearing the name of the 
office and the word “bearing’' and must be stamped black. 

0 Forward letters or packets, i. c., those which follow* a party addressed 
from .station, to .station, are to be stamped at eaah office of fresh despatch, and 
marked with the additional postage due on such fresh despatch. 

7 When a letter exceeds in weight a single tola itn weight, doubles, treble, 

must be entered in wrilmg on the face thereof, and on banghy parcels, the 
exact weight must in all cases be entered in writing on the same. 

S All .service, soldiers or other free letters or packeth received from sea- 
ward, at arty Gerreral Post Office are to be stamped v\ii.h the .ship letters fre« 
stamp. This stamp is a circular I.J inch ir diameler, leaving the name of the 
General Post Office, the date of the monili aiic^year and the words “ship leiteia 
free” and must he stamped red, 

0 All other letters or packets rertived from teaw’ard at any General Post 
Office, are to be stamped, if received by ship with the ship letter bearing stamp, 
atid, if by a Government steauper, with the steam letter bearing i tttmp. J’he for* 
mcr is a square stamp, 1^ im h in di»meter, hearing the name of the General 
Post Office, the date of the month anil year, and the words “ship letter bearing.” 
The letter is an ociagonjJ su mp of similar ^iJimensimis, but with the words 
“ .'‘'team letter bearing,” Both these stamps must be stamped black, 

ID At the s veral stations where newspapers are published in India, news- 
paper stamps are provided with which all newspapers received at such stations 
for despatch, will be appropriately stamped, whether free, paid or be a ring, as 
the ca.se may be, and the postage paid or due, as the case may he, marki^d on the 
same eillier by the stamper in writing. At offices of delivery where lU'Wspapei: 
tamps may not be provided, newspaperg will be marked with the usual office 
tamp, in like manner as other, packets.

Qfneral Rcffulalions. 

Art. 27- The Bengal military fun^i is to be administered by' a president 
and twelve directors, to be chosen annually, on or about the I5ilt of January, 
by a general meeting of all subsciibers who n ay be present at the presidency. 
Subscribers who may be absent from the presidency may vote for directors by 
proxy, on addressing to the secretary letters contu«ning ihe names of tbe per- 
sons for whom (hey wish to vote, or by transmitting such names under their 
signature to the general meeing by the hand of any other subsciibers. The 
directors w'lto shall be found duly elected shall then choose, their pieddent from 
among themselves. The precise day and place of meeiuig shall be notified by 
the president in the Government Gazette at least two calendar mortlhs before hand. 

Art. 2S. At the annual meetings the accounts of the fund and proceed* 
ings of the Directoisfor the past year, shall be laid before the meeting, for in- 
spection and approval by the sobsciibeis present, who were not of the direction ; 
after wiiicli the meeting at large will proceed to choose Directors fuT the ensuing 
twelvemonths. The accounts to be published for general informaion. 

Art. 29. The Dicectors of the past year are eligible to be re-elected, 

A R r. 30. All subscribers, who may Inive confributed to tbe fund by 
paying donations and subscriptions in their respective rank*, during six cutuinued 
months before any meeting, are entitled to attend to examine the accounts and 
proceedings, and to vole for Directors. 

Art. 31, Inthe event ofa vacancy in the office of Dircctoroccurring in the in- 
termediate period between two annual meetings, the Directors may choose a siicccs- 
Kor from amongst the subsciibers at the presidency, who may he eli. ible to the otfice. 

Art. 32. On occasion of any paiticular and important business which 
may necessarily require the opinion of tbe society at large, special meetings will 
he cajfed of the subscribers at the presidency (others voting by proxy) as pro- 
vided for in article 27. Or if any alleged mismanagement, or other t'lnergent 
cause should occur to any twelve subscribers to require the notice of the society 
at large, a special meeting shall he summoned by the president on the written 
requisition of such twelve subscribers under the forms above prescribed. 

Art. 33. The directors shall have a secretary chosen by themselves, who 
also shai) be accountant, with an establishment upon such allowances as shall be 
deemed adequate to the respective dtales. 

Art. 34. The secretary will he expected to have an office at his own re- 
sidence f«r the accommodation of the met»lings of the directors, for Iho preserva- 
tion of the record*^, and for the purpose of affording access to ll^ ufficera of the 
army at large lo the books of the institution. 

Art. 35. The directors of the fund will hold regular monthly meetings i 
but no meeting of the directors coripisting of a smaller number than five, shall be 
v viRpetent (Q thelratuucllouorbus’mejs ; aadit will rest with any du cclor, or with 
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iho -se cretary, to represent the occurrence of such necessity to the president, who 
wi.l convvne n special riieetifiK wit liin ten days from the date of iiis receVvjn^ tlia 
api'licaiion ; but no special meetiujf shall be called with the view or re-coiisMiei • 
injj resolutions winch may have been alieady adopted by a former meeting' of 
directors, uideas at the ie|iiisition of a number of directors greater than that 
wliicli at ended such ineelii|g.

leaking such remittances. 

19th.— That no general Rule or Regnbtion of this Fund shall be alte»cd, 
ottept recommended by the General Comniiltcc, and approved by a majority of 
the Subscribers. 

f th. — In taking the opinion of the Regiments and Staff Officers Her Majesty’s 
Forces in India, a wery general wish lias been expressed that aif Widows should have 
their passage to England, Stc, &c, defrayed. The Funds will not now admit of 
if, blit should the positive standing baUnce of the Fund ever amount to foriy- 
thbuxand nipees (40,000) tlje committee will again put the (jiiesfion for tlie M-ne 
of the snlifpcribers, with a provision that such charge should again cease on the 
balance falling to tlritfy-thou.^and rupees (.’10,000) and as in that event all mar- 
ried officers will have* a claim on the Fund theii suhscriptions should flien he 
bugttienifHl. As an officer ceases to be a subscriber on leaviiig India, all claims 
©n’ lhe Fund must in like manner cease from the same period ; but an officer 
jjfliiwgto Sc« for the bisncfii of his health, being entitled to his company's allow- 
ance#, vilU be conside'^ed as a subscriber during hU absence.

‘2*2d. — That no special grants, iti cases of great distress, (not provitlcil for in 
the regulations of the Fund)Lhan be passed by the (ieneral Committee in Cal- 
c'.itti, or the sub-committee Madras or Bombay, without the sai^tion on the 
Majority of Subscribers ; whichsauction is lo be declared in the Geneial Abfitract 
of account, published aimuaily for the ^formation of subscribers.

Opinion of Mr, Advocate General James William Colvile, 

There seems to me to be nothing in the Rules of the Uengal Medical 
Retiring Fund, which affords any ground for contending that in its leual 
incidents an Annuity payable outpf that fund differs from any other AnmAty. 
Jt would therefore In my opinion pass to the Assignee under an ordinary 
bankruptcy, a fortiori it will I think, do so when, as in this case, the appoint- 
ment of Assfgntes and the consequent transfer of property takes place under 
a Spontaneous application for relief under and aubmisdion to the provisions of 
the SiQtute 7 and 8 Vic. 90. 

1 think therefore that the Officers of the Fund will be discharged from 
further liability by paying to the Assignee as the person legally authorized to 
receive the same, see Rule 30; nor do 1 know what prccautiuns they should 
observe other than that of paying only on the receipt of the Orticial Assignee 
for the time bring, or his duty Constituted Attorney. T|ie more convenient 
course seems to be that the London Agents should pay (u Loudon to the 
Assignee personally.

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Opinion of Afr. Coumellor T. C. Morton. 

I have read the rules of the Bengal Medical Retiring Fund/ the same 
being contained in the Deed of lOth October, 1830; and it seems clear, that 
the Annuity is not in the nature of a pension or voluntary grant, but that it is 
a benefit ^lich the retiring officer actually putdiases, and for which (in 
ordinal cases) he could proceed by suits at law or in equity. This) disiin^ 
guishes the ease from Oibstn vs the BasVindia Company, 5 Bingh. N. C. '2(>2, 
where the Cniurt of Common Pleas in England held, that the pension of a 
Military Officer of the Company does not upon his bankruptcy pass to iiis 
Assignees. I am of opinion therefore that Mr. F. H. Brett's right, title and 
interest in the Annuity of £300 a year, to ^hich he is entitled from the Beimal 
Medical Retiring Fund; pass wholly to his Assignee Mr. Belcher. The Secre- 
tary of the Fund, or the London Agents, therefore will be justified in making 
the payments henceforth as they accrue, direct to the Assignee, for the time 
being. The only precaution necessary to be observed is to take a #ceipt from 
the Asiigiiee as such.

REGU^TIONS REGARDING ADMISSION. 

(l.'>4.) No child possessed of property is admitted, %ut on the condition of 
the total amount of such property being (in all practicable cases) lodged for it* 
use and benei^^ in the Society’s Funds. 

(1 JO.) Children born p\ior to the enti^nce of their fathers into the ser- 
vice, or after tlic discontinuance, of their siib.scriptions, are not admissible — ex- 
cept (ill the former case) if the parent has paid his subscription from the date of 
his eldest child's birth, together with interest at 8 per cent, on such subscription, 

(158.) The children of officers retired from the service are not admissible, 
unless the father have continued his subscriptions after the period of liis removal 
liom the eft'eciive strength of the army. 

(159.) No child of h subscriber, of whatever rank is admissible, unless the 
father have continued to contribute to the fund, to the period of ifis decease or, 
in other words, any MimhIkm of jhe ^rcicty, who, aftci promotion to the rank 
of lieutenant colonel, or from any other cause, ceases to subsciibe Idifeits all 
claim on the inaliiution. 

(IGO.) Applications for admission to the benefits of the institution are 
made by the trustees or guardians of the orphan, to the generid management, 
either directly through their secretary, or intermediately through the station 
Committees. 

(IGl.) In these applications, the sox, age, and names of the orphans ate 
notified ; togetlver with notice of their Baptism and vaccination. 

(102.) The guardians, or Trustees of all oiphans making application for 
their admission on the fonml ifion, are reijiiircd to •make an afiidavii before a 
pi.^ticc of the peace, or before the commanding officer of the station, or detach - 
ineiit, where there i.s no justice of the peace, touching the true amount and va- 
lue of tlie monies,, and estate which they hold in trust for such orphans; to the 
end that the management, beside.s being satisfied that the children are pioper 
ohjecls for the institution, may be enabled to take steps for receiving on d»*|)(;sit 
t!ic property Irdonging to them ; and to judge what assisiance tiiey will need from 
llie society, when, their education being completed, the period shall anive foe 
ia.'tfling them in the world, f^uch affidavit is transrnitU'd to the managemeut, 
along with the application for admission. See form of affidavit, Appeiidi.x d, 

(105.) With a view of aflTmdiiig to the general management the most cor- 
lect information pos.sible, on all points affecling the interest of tlio-e children 
vho may be offered to their guardianship, executors rmil others, making appli" 
ration in behalf of orphans, are rcnuired, besides furnishing the customary atli- 
davit, »to give the fullest account tliey may be a»Me to procure, respecting the 
estate of the defcaseil, and its disposition by Will ; and to make an unreserved 
rommiinication of testamentary and all other docmnenls of which the nature 
of the specific cases may admit; and the inaiiagenient reserve to themselves the 
fciitire right, con veyctl by tin ir original constitution, of rejecting orphans (eu- 
ficred without such information and documents ; or if. on reference to them, 
tlicre appear any evidence of design uuneccssarily ai;d intentionally to biirthei> 
the fund, by throwing on it those who might and ought to have been otherwise 
provided for 

(IGG.) When in the will of any siibscrihor, part only of his children ai« 
p viut-d for, whilst others are excluded by name, or otherwise not noticed in its. 
piovido;>», the omitjsion arising manifestiy out of the intention of the testator^ 
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ftuch exclusion or omission is considered fo invalidate th^ claims of all U)e sub- 
scriber’s thildren to the benefits of the institution.

o. From the foregoing explanations it will be seen, that the benefits aris- 
ing \T(xn a participatiou in the profits nre actu»ly experienced (when a reduc- 
ti(;n of the premium is selected) at the periods when the seventh annual, or 
thirteenth and fourl<?enth lialf*y< rtrly premiums fall due. In the case however 
of a Honus to the sum assured being selected, an equivalent sum will be added 
t>t the P(dicy for the current year, being such an amount as the reduction in 
tlie premium would purchase as a single payment.

20. Any book found, on return t • the Library, to be damaged, shall be 
withdrawn from circulaiion until examined by the Curators, end the p;uii- 
cnlar imperfection shall be iiotiMad in a conspicuous part of the book before 
it is issuable ; the person in whose custody the book was when such damage 
occurred, shall be answerable to the Curators for the sum they may determine 
to be necessary to repair or replace the same.
